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driver who has greater than .02 percent by weight of alcohol in his or her 
blood; and to provide penalties.

HOUSE MESSAGE 


On motion of Senator Freeman, the Senate concurred in and adopted 
the following House amendment to the Bill, SB 208, the title of which is set 
out in the foregoing Message from the House, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 208 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 32-5A-191 and Section 32-5A-194 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended by Act No. 95-784 S. 338, 1995 Regular 
Session (Acts 1995, p. 1862), relating to driving under the influence of 
alcohol and drugs; to prohibit the operation of a motor vehicle by a school 
bus or day care driver while in performance of their duties with greater than 
.02 percentage or more by weight of alcohol in his or her blood; to provide 
penalties; and to provide for the approval of permits by the Department of 
Forensic Sciences. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended by Act No. 95-784, is amended to read as follows: 


“§32-5A-191. 


“(a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical control of any 
vehicle while: 


“(1) There is 0.08 percent or more by weight of alcohol in his or 
her blood; 


“(2) Under the influence of alcohol; 


“(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree which 
renders him or her incapable of safely driving; 


“(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled sub- 
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stance to a degree which renders him or her incapable of safely driving; or 


“(5) Under the influence of any substance which impairs the men- 
tal or physical faculties of such person to a degree which renders him or her 
incapable of safely driving. 


“(b) A school bus or day care driver shall not drive or be in actual 
physical control of any vehicle while in performance.of his or her duties if 
there is greater than .02 percentage by weight of alcohol in his or her blood. 
A person convicted pursuant to this subsection shall be subject to the pen- 
alties provided by this section except that on the first conviction the Direc- 
tor of Public Safety shall suspend the driving privilege or driver’s license 
for a period of one year. 


“€o}(c) The fact that any person charged with violating this section 
is or has been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled substance shall 
not constitute a defense against any charge of violating this section. 


“€e}(d) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not more 
than one year, or by fine of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor 
more than two thousand dollars ($2,000), or by both such fine and impris- 
onment. In addition, on a first conviction, the Director of Public Safety 
shall suspend the driving privilege or driver’s license of the person so con- 
victed for a period of 90 days. 


“¢€d(e) On a second conviction within a five-year period, a person 
convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one thousand dollars ($1,000) nor more than five thousand dollars 
($5,000) and by imprisonment, which may include hard labor in the county 
or municipal jail for not more than one year. The sentence shall include a 
mandatory sentence, which is not subject to suspension or probation, of 
imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not less than 48 consecu- 
tive hours or community service for not less than 20 days. In addition the 
Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving privileges or driver’s 
license of the person so convicted for a period of one year. 


“€e}(f) On a third conviction within a five-year period, a person 
convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than two thousand dollars ($2,000) nor more than ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) and by imprisonment, which may include hard labor, in the county 
or municipal jail for not less than 60 days nor more than one year, to include 
a minimum of 60 days which shail be served in the county or municipal jail 
and cannot be probated or suspended. In addition, the Director of Public 
Safety shall revoke the driving privilege or driver’s license of the person so 
convicted for a period of three years. 
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“€8(g) On a fourth or subsequent conviction within a five-year pe- 
riod, a person convicted of violating this section shall be guilty of a Class C 
felony and punished by a fine of not less than four thousand dollars ($4,000) 
nor more than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) and by imprisonment of not 
less than one year and one day nor more than 10 years. Any term of impris- 
onment may include hard labor for the county or state, and where imprison- 
ment does not exceed three years confinement may be in the county jail. 
Where imprisonment does not exceed one year and one day, confinement 
shall be in the county jail. The minimum sentence shall include a term of 
imprisonment for at least one year and one day which may be suspended or 
probated, but only if the defendant enrolls and successfully completes a 
state certified chemical dependency program recommended by the court 
referral officer and approved by the sentencing court. Where probation is 
granted, the sentencing court may, in its discretion, and where monitoring 
equipment is available, place the defendant on house arrest under electronic 
surveillance during the probationary term. In addition to the other penalties 
authorized, the Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving privilege 
or driver’s license of the person so convicted for a period of five years. 


“Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, the Alabama habitual 
felony offender law shall not apply to a conviction of a felony pursuant to 
this subsection, and a conviction of a felony pursuant to this subsection 
shall not be a felony conviction for purposes of the enhancement of punish- 
ment pursuant to Alabama’s habitual felony offender law. 


“€e}(h) In addition to the penalties provided herein, any person con- 
victed of violating this section shall be referred to the court referral officer 
for evaluation and referral to appropriate community resources. The de- 
fendant shall, at a minimum, be required to complete a DUI or substance 
abuse court referral program approved by the Administrative Office of Courts 
and operated in accordance with provisions of the Mandatory Treatment 
Act of 1990, Sections 12-23-1 to 12-23-19, inclusive. The Department of 
Public Safety shall not reissue a driver’s license to a person convicted un- 
der this section without receiving proof that the defendant has successfully 
completed the required program. 


“A Neither reckless driving nor any other traffic infraction is a 
lesser included offense under a charge of driving under the influence of 
alcohol or of a controlled substance. 


“M Except for fines collected for violations of this section charged 
pursuant to a municipal ordinance, fines collected for violations of this 
section shall be deposited to the State General Fund; however, beginning 
October 1, 1995, of any amount collected over $250 for a first conviction, 
over $500 for a second conviction within five years, over $1,000 for a third 
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conviction within five years and over $2,000 for a fourth or subsequent 
conviction within five years, the first one hundred dollars ($100) of that 
additional amount shall be deposited to the Alabama Chemical Testing Train- 
ing and Equipment Trust Fund after three percent of the one hundred dol- 
lars ($100) is deducted for administrative costs, and the remainder shall be 
deposited to the State General Fund. Fines collected for violations of this 
section charged pursuant to a municipal ordinance shall be deposited as 
follows: the first $250 collected for a first conviction, the first $500 col- 
lected for a second conviction within five years, the first $1,000 collected 
for a third conviction within five years and the first $2,000 collected for a 
fourth or subsequent conviction within five years shall be deposited to the 
general fund of the municipality; any amounts collected over these amounts 
shall be deposited to the State General Fund until October 1, 1995; how- 
ever, beginning October 1, 1995, of any amount collected over these amounts, 
the first one hundred dollars ($100) of that additional amount shall be de- 
posited to the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust 
Fund after three percent of the one hundred dollars ($100) is deducted for 
administrative costs, and the remainder shall be deposited to the State Gen- 
eral Fund. 


“EHk A person who has been arrested for violating this section 
shall not be released from jail under bond or otherwise, until there is less 
than the same percent by weight of alcohol in his or her blood as specified 
in subsection (a)(1) hereof. 


“d Upon verification that a defendant arrested pursuant to this 
section is currently on probation from another court of this state as a result 
of a conviction for any criminal offense, the prosecutor shall provide writ- 
ten or oral notification of the defendant’s subsequent arrest and pending 
prosecution to the court in which the prior conviction occurred.” 


Section 2. Section 32-5A-194 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended by Act No. 95-784, is amended to read as follows: 


“§32-5A-194. 


“(a) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or 
proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been committed by any per- 
son while driving or in actual control of a vehicle while under the influence 
of alcohol or controlled substance, evidence of the amount of alcohol or 
controlled substance in a person’s blood at the alleged time, as determined 
by a chemical analysis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily 
substance, shall be admissible. Where such a chemical test is made the 
following provisions shall apply: 
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“(1) Chemical analyses of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other 
bodily substance to be considered valid under the provisions of this section 
shall have been performed according to methods approved by the Department 
of Forensic Sciences and by an individual possessing a valid permit issued 
by the Department of Forensic Sciences for this purpose. The court trying 
the case may take judicial notice of the methods approved by the Department 
of Forensic Sciences. The Department of Forensic Sciences is authorized 
to approve satisfactory techniques or methods, to ascertain the qualifica- 
tions and competence of individuals to conduct such analyses, and to issue 
permits which shall be subject to termination or revocation at the discretion 


of the Department of Forensic Sciences. Fhe Department of ForensteSet- 
enees-shalinotapprove the permit required mn thts-seetron for making tests 
i ; A a her ; EtheState tliet 


emptoyed-by-the-Bepartment-of Forenste-Setenees: The Department of 
Forensic Sciences shall approve permits required in this section only for 
employees of state, county, municipal, and federal law enforcement agen- 
cies and for laboratory personnel employed by the Department of Forensic 


Sciences.

“(2) When a person shall submit to a blood test at the direction of a 
law enforcement officer under the provisions of Section 32-5-192, only a 
physician or a registered nurse (or other qualified person) may withdraw 
blood for the purpose of determining the alcoholic content therein. This 
limitation shall not apply to the taking of breath or urine specimens. If the 
test given under Section 32-5-192 is a chemical test of urine, the person 
tested shall be given such privacy in the taking of the urine specimen as will 
insure the accuracy of the specimen and, at the same time, maintain the 
dignity of the individual! involved. 


“(3) The person tested may at his own expense have a physician, or 
a qualified technician, registered nurse or other qualified person of his own 
choosing administer a chemical test or tests in addition to any administered 
at the discretion of a law enforcement officer. The failure or inability to 
obtain an additional test by a person shall not preclude the admission of 
evidence relating to the test or tests taken at the direction of a law enforce- 
ment officer. 


“(4) Upon the written request of the person who shall submit to a 
chemical test or tests at the request of a law enforcement officer, full infor- 
mation concerning the test or tests shall be made available to him or his 
attorney. 


“(5) Percent by weight of alcohol in the blood shall be based upon 
grams of alcohol per 100 cubic centimeters of blood or grams of alcohol per 
210 liters of breath.

“(b) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal, or quasi-criminal action 
or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been committed by any 
person while driving or in actual physical control of a vehicle while under 
the influence of alcohol, the amount of alcohol in the person’s blood at the 
time alleged as shown by chemical analysis of the person’s blood, urine, 
breath or other bodily substance shall give rise to the following presump- 
tions: 


“(1) If there were at that time 0.05 percent or less by weight of 
alcohol in the person’s blood, it shall be presumed that the person was not 
under the influence of alcohol unless the person was operating a motor 
vehicle in performance of his or her duties as a school bus driver or day 


care driver at that time. 


“(2) If there were at the time in excess of 0.05 percent but less than 
0.08 percent by weight of alcohol in the person’s blood, such fact shall not 
give rise to any presumption that the person was or was not under the influ- 
ence of alcohol, but such fact may be considered with other competent evi- 
dence in determining whether the person was under the influence of alcohol 


unless the person was operating a motor vehicle in performance of his or 
her duties as a school bus driver or day care driver at that time. 


“(3) If there were at that time 0.08 percent or more by weight of 


alcohol in the person’s blood, or greater than .02 percent if the person was 


ting a motor vehicle in performan f his or her dutie chool 


bus driver or day care driver at that time, it shall be presumed that the 


person was under the influence of alcohol. 


“(4) The foregoing provisions of this subsection shall not be con- 
strued as limiting the introduction of any other competent evidence bearing 
upon the question whether the person was under the influence of alcohol. 


“(c) If a person under arrest refuses to submit to a chemical test 
under the provisions of Section 32-5-192, evidence of refusal shall be ad- 
missible in any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or proceeding aris- 
ing out of acts alleged to have been committed while the person was driving 
or in actual physical control of a motor vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or controlled substance. 


“(d) No physician, registered nurse or duly licensed chemical labo- 
ratory technologist or clinical laboratory technician or medical facility shall 
incur any civil or criminal liability as a result of the proper administering of 
a blood test when requested in writing by a law enforcement officer to ad- 
minister such a test.” 
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Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

On motion of Senator Denton, the Senate concurred in and adopted 
the following House amendment to the Bill, SB 276, the title of which is set 
out in the foregoing Message from the House, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 276 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 32-6-49.13, Code of Alabama 1975, to require 
that a chemical test be administered if a law enforcement officer has prob- 
able cause to believe that a commercial vehicle driver is operating a com- 
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mercial motor vehicle while having alcohol or drugs in his or her system, or 
if acommercial vehicle driver is involved in an accident resulting in death 
or physical injury requiring hospitalization or emergency medical treatment; 
and to provide for cumulative penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 32-6-49.13, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“§32-6-49.13. 


“(a) A person who drives a commercial motor vehicle within this 
state is deemed to have given consent, subject to provisions of section 32-5- 
192, to take a test or tests of that person’s blood, breath, or urine for the 
purpose of determining that person’s alcohol concentration, or the presence 
of other drugs. 


“(b)(1) A test or tests may shall be administered at the direction of 
a law enforcement officer, who after stopping or detaining the commercial 
motor vehicle driver, has probable cause to believe that driver was driving 
a commercial motor vehicle while having alcohol or drugs in his or her 


system. The law em ficer shall test the driv 
using a field breathalyzer or r approved device ique, or proce- 


dure approved by the Department of Forensic Sciences, or transport the 


driver to an appropriate facility where a chemical test by an approved method 
shall be administered either by the officer òr at his or her direction, or both. 


“(2) A test or tests shall be administered at the direction of a law 
enforcement officer to all commercial motor vehicle drivers who are in- 
volved in any vehicular accident which results in death or physical injury 
requiring hospitalization or emergency medical treatment. 


“(c) A person requested to submit to a test as provided in subsec- 
tion (a) above must be warned by the law enforcement officer requesting 
the test, that a refusal to submit to the test will result in that person being 
immediately placed out of service for a period of 24 hours and being dis- 
qualified from operating a commercial motor vehicle for a period of not less 
than one-year two years under section 32-6-49.12.

BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we hereby express 
deepest regret at the death of Staff Sergeant Robert Farrington, Jr., and 
extend heartfelt sympathy to his bereaved family and friends, for whom a 
copy of this resolution of sincere condolence shall be provided.

WHEREAS, the federal Highway Trust Fund, the federal Aviation 
Trust Fund, the federal Inland Waterways Trust Fund, and the federal Har- 
bor Maintenance Trust Fund are wholly user financed and do not contribute 
one penny to the federal deficit; and 
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WHEREAS, currently a $33 billion cash balance is languishing in 
these trust fund accounts as an accounting measure designed to mask the 
actual size of the federal deficit and federal spending in other areas; and 


WHEREAS, every time a motorist puts gas in the tank or a traveler 
buys an airline ticket, user fees are paid into the Highway and Aviation 
Trust Funds. Congress imposed these fees and other taxes with assurance 
to the American public that they would be spent on infrastructure improve- 
ments; and 


WHEREAS, it is generally accepted that investment in infrastruc- 
ture helps productivity, creates jobs and is essential for economic growth. 
Transportation infrastructure spending is one area that has widespread public 
support and actually provides a tangible return on taxpayer investment; and 


WHEREAS, by combining the trust funds with the Unified Federal 
Budget, these trust fund balances have accrued and consequently billions of 
dollars in productivity and safety improvements have been relinquished; 
and 


WHEREAS, substantial and unwarranted cuts in federal transpor- 
tation spending are under active consideration by the Administration and 
the Congress; and 


WHEREAS, H.R. 842, S. 729, the “Truth in Budgeting Act,” would 
remove these trust funds from the Unified Federal Budget and therefore 
allow the opportunity for timely expenditures subject to Congressional ap- 
proval. By doing so, H.R. 842, S. 729, restores integrity to the trust funds 
which are user financed, self-supporting, and directed at specific needs. It 
also restores integrity to the Unified Federal Budget whose real deficits are 
currently masked by the balances in the transportation trust funds; now 
therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we urge Congress to 
immediately enact H.R. 842, S. 729, the “Truth in Budgeting Act,” to take 
the Transportation Trust Funds out of the Unified Federal Budget, thereby 
putting the “trust” back into the trust funds. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be 
transmitted promptly to members of the Alabama Delegation of the U.S. 
Congress.

Alabama Skywarn-Alabama Emergency Net Golf are all volunteers who

WHEREAS, on the aforementioned dates, participating amateur 
radio stations of the South Alabama Skywarn-Alabama Emergency Net 
Golf provided timely and extremely valuable reports to the National Weather 
Service via a relay through stations of the Amateur Radio Emergency Ser- 
vice on the intensity of the severe storms, and were instrumental in the early 
issuance of severe weather warnings for a number of counties in Central 
Alabama which in turn provided citizens in the affected areas extra time to 
seek safe shelter; and 


WHEREAS, many of the amateur radio operators of the South 
Alabama Skywarn-Alabama Emergency Net Golf continued to transmit 
reports during the height of the storms, and by doing so placed their lives 
and property in jeopardy; and 


WHEREAS, aware of the closing of the National Weather Service 
offices around the state, the participating amateur radio operators of the 
South Alabama Skywarn-Alabama Emergency Net Golf, as well as partici- 
pants in other Skywarn emergency networks around Alabama, are hereby 
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commended for their devotion to the state, high standards of amateur radio, 
and dedication to the safety and protection of the people of the State of 
Alabama from severe weather; now therefore,

edge and applaud the many services provided by the South Alabama

The board of trustees shall consist of two members from the con- 
gressional district in which the institution is located, one from each of the 
other congressional districts in the state as the-same those districts were 
constituted on the first day of January, 1961, three at-large members who 
need not be Alabama residents, the state superintendent of education, and 
the governor, who shall be ex officio president of the board.

40, and 34-26-41, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the board, so as to 
exempt public board members from the nomination process in filling va- 
cancies on the board; and to provide further for qualifications of applicants 
and exempted groups. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 34-26-21, 34-26-40, and 34-26-41 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“$34-26-21. 


“(a) There is created a state Board of Examiners in Psychology to 
consist of seven persons who are residents of this state, five of whom shall 
be appointed by the Governor under conditions set forth in this section, and 
two of whom shall be newly appointed within 30 days following October 1, 
1988, as provided in this section. At least two members shall be chosen 
from and shall be members of the faculty, with the rank of assistant profes- 
sor or above, of the accredited colleges and universities of the state, shall be 
licensed or qualified for licensure under this chapter, and shall be primarily 
engaged in teaching, research, or administration of psychology. Three mem- 
bers shall be licensed psychologists or qualified for licensure under this 
chapter. 


“The board shall perform those duties and exercise those powers 
prescribed in this chapter. No member of the board shall be liable to civil 
action for any act performed in good faith in the performance of his or her 
duty pursuant to this chapter. Original appointments to the board shall be 
for terms as follows: ome One practicing psychologist for a term of one 
year, one academic psychologist for a term of two years, one practicing 
psychologist for a term of three years, one academic psychologist for a term 
of four years, and one practicing psychologist for a term of five years. 
Vacancies shall be filled for any unexpired term, and members shall serve 
until their successors are appointed and have qualified. 


“Board members shall not serve more than two consecutive terms 
of office. Within 30 days after October 1, 1963, the executive committee of 
the Alabama Psychological Association shall submit to the Governor a list 
of qualified candidates for the original five positions on the board, The list 
shall contain names of at least two qualified academic psychologists and 
two qualified practicing psychologists, from which the Governor shall se- 
lect the board within 60 days. Not later than October 1 of each year the 
executive committee of the association shall submit to the Governor the 
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names of two qualified candidates for the position of the board to be va- 
cated by reason of expiration of term of office. From the two candidates the 
Governor shall appoint one member not later than January 1 to serve on the 
board for a term of five years. Other With the exception of the two mem- 
bers appointed from the general public pursuant to subsection (b), other 
vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled for the unexpired term by 
appointment of the Governor from two candidates for each vacancy sub- 
mitted within 30 days after the vacancy occurs by the executive committee 
of the association. Those appointments shall be made within 30 days after 
the candidates’ names have been submitted. If the association fails to fur- 
nish the Governor with the list of persons eligible for appointment to the 
board, the Governor shall appoint any members of the profession of psy- 
chology. 


“(b) Within 30 days following October 1, 1988, the Governor shall 
appoint two new members to the board for five-year terms of office. Each 
of the two new members shall be members of the general public, and Ala- 
bama residents who are not licensed by the board, and whose spouses, if 
married, are not licensed by the board. One of the two new public mem- 
bers, and his or her successors, shall be black. Vacancies for unexpired 
terms shall be filled by the Governor. Suc r public members shall be 


appointed by the Governor. 


“(c) Any board members may be removed by the Governor after 
notice and hearing for incompetence, neglect of duty, malfeasance in office, 
or moral turpitude. 


“(d) Immediately before entering public duties of the office, the 
members of the board shall take the constitutional oath of office and shall 
file the oath in the Office of the Governor, who upon receiving the oath shall 
issue to each member a certificate of appointment. The board shall have 
available for the Governor or his or her representative detailed reports on 
proceedings and shall make annual reports in the form required by the Gov- 
ernor. 


“(e) The board shall elect annually a chair and vice-chair. Each 
member shall receive the same per diem and travel allowance paid to state 
employees for each day’s attendance at an official meeting of the board. 
The board shall hold at least one regular meeting each year. Additional 
meetings may be held at the discretion of the chair or at the written request 
of any two members of the board. The board shall adopt a seal which shall 
be affixed to all certificates issued by the board. The board shall from time 
to time adopt rules and regulations necessary for the performance of its 
duties. Four members of the board shall constitute a quorum. The board 
may hire any assistants necessary to carry on its activities within the limit 
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of funds available to the board. The board may accept grants from founda- 
tions, individuals, and institutions to carry on its functions. 


“§34-26-40. 


“(a) It is specifically prohibited that any individual or organization 
shall present himself or be presented to the public by any title incorporating 
the name “psychological,” “psychologist” or “psychology” other than so 
licensed by this chapter; except, that any psychological scientist employed 
by a recognized research laboratory, school, college, university or govern- 
mental agency may represent himself by the academic or research title con- 
ferred upon him by the administration of such laboratory, school, college or 
university or governmental agency. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as permitting such persons to offer their services to any other per- 
sons or organizations as consultants or to accept remuneration for any psy- 
chological services other than that of their institutional salaries, unless they 
have been licensed under this chapter. Visiting lecturers from recognized 
laboratories, schools, colleges, universities or governmental agencies are 
exempt from the provisions of this section and may utilize their academic or 
research titles when presenting lectures or performing such consultation as 
might be required in their academic or research functions. Students of psy- 
chology, psychological interns and other persons preparing for the profes- 
sion of psychology under qualified supervision in recognized training insti- 
tutions or facilities may be designated by such titles as “psychological in- 
tern,” “psychological trainee” or others clearly indicating such training sta- 
tus. No individual may employ or use the title “licensed psychologist” or 
imply in any way that he is licensed by the board unless he is actually so 
licensed and registered under this chapter. 


“(b) State agencies may employ individuals in the monitoring, 
screening, observing, counseling, reporting, and classifying of individuals 
who have been sentenced or committed to the care of a state agency. Any 
diagnosis and treatment prescriptions relating to the mental illness of acom- 


mitted individual shall be perform a qualified licensed professional 


psychologist. 
“§34-26-41, 


“(a) Any person wishing to obtain the right to practice as psycholo- 
gist in this state, who has not heretofore been licensed to do so, shall, before 
it shall be lawful for him to practice psychology in this state, make applica- 
tion to the board of examiners in psychology through the chairman upon 
such form and in such manner as shaltbe adopted and-presertbed-bythe 
board herein. Unless such a person has obtained license as aforesaid, it 
shall be unlawful for him to practice; and, if he shall practice psychology 
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without first having obtained such a license, he shall be deemed to have 
violated the provisions of this chapter. 


“A candidate for such license shall furnish the board with satisfac- 
tory evidence that: 


“(1) He is of good moral character; 
“(2) He is at least 19 years of age; 


“(3) He has received a doctorate degree from a department of, or 
school of, psychology, from an educational institution accredited and rec- 
ognized by national and regional accrediting agencies as maintaining satis- 
factory standards; 


“(4) He is competent in psychology as shown by passing such ex- 
aminations, written or oral, or both, as the board will prescribe, unless 


exempted pursuant to subsection (c); 


“(5) He is not engaged in unethical practice as defined in the code 
of ethics of the American Psychological Association; and 


“(6) He has not within the preceding six months failed an examina- 
tion given by the board. 


“(b) The board is hereby authorized to issue a license to any person 
who is a licensed psychologist of another state, and who applies to the 
board, provided said licensee of another state shall furnish the board with 
satisfactory evidence that: 


“(1) He is of good moral character, and holds his license in good 
standing from another state; 


“(2) He is at least 19 years of age; 


“(3) He has received a doctorate degree in psychology from an 
educational institution accredited and recognized by national and regional 
accrediting agencies as maintaining satisfactory standards or, in lieu of said 
degree, a doctorate degree in a closely allied field, if the training received 
therefor is substantially similar to that required of doctorates obtained from 
departments of psychology; 


“(4) He is competent in psychology as shown by the passing of an 


examination, unless exempted pursuant to subsection (c), substantially 


equivalent to the examinations prescribed in subsection (a) hereof, or by the 
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passing of a recognized national examination in psychology; 


“(5) He is not engaged in unethical practice as defined in the code 
of ethics of the American Psychological Association; 


“(6) He has practiced psychology in another state at least four con- 
secutive years prior to application; and 


“(7) That such other state under which he is licensed gives similar 
recognition and reciprocal licensing to licensed psychologists of this state. 


“(c) The board shall issue a license to any doctoral degree appli- 
cant who is otherwise qualified without examination who is licensed in at 
least two states and who has passed a recognized national exam.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

WHEREAS, studies have shown some of the causes which have 
been identified as being prime contributors to vehicle/train accidents in- 
clude: Lack of active warning devices; excessive time from warning device 
activation to train arrival; low police enforcement of driver compliance;

driver attention of traffic control devices at the crossing; driver expectation 
of train arrival as an unlikely event; risks taken by impatient drivers; driver 
impairment due to fatigue, alcohol, and drugs; and 


WHEREAS, accidents between vehicles and trains, in addition to 
death and personal injury, pose other catastrophic consequences, including 
the release of hazardous and toxic cargo which could endanger entire com- 
munities, the disruption of commerce and trade, and the destruction of por- 
tions of the state highway system; and 
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WHEREAS, the diversity of the contributing factors, stated in this 
resolution indicates that a variety of countermeasures can be used to reduce 
the potential of vehicle/train accidents; and selecting the most appropriate 
countermeasure for specific sites requires the inspection of the crossing 
environment, accident circumstances and contributing circumstances; now

WHEREAS, it is with profound personal sorrow and regret that 
the Alabama Legislature records the tragic death of Justice Richard L. Jones 
of Birmingham, Alabama, on April 22, 1996, at the age of 73 years; and 


WHEREAS, Justice Jones, a native of Pickens County, was a promi- 
nent member of the Birmingham Community and a distinguished Alabam- 
ian; he received his LLB Degree from the University of Alabama, and served 
his country with honor in the United States Army in Europe during World 
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War II, and in the Army Reserve JAG Corps, retiring with the rank of 
Colonel in 1979; and 


WHEREAS, a practicing trial lawyer in Aliceville, Bessemer, and 
Birmingham for 24 years who was highly regarded by both the plaintiff and 
defense divisions of the civil bar, Justice Jones was elected as an Associate 
Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court in 1972, and was re-elected without 
opposition in 1978 and 1984; and 


WHEREAS, during his tenure on the Court, Justice Jones served 
as a member of the Alabama Code Revision Committee and the Alabama 
Judicial Conference; he also served at the national level as Chairman of the 
Appellate Judges Conference of the Judicial Administration Division of the 
American Bar Association, and as Chairman of the ABA’s Appellate Style 
Manual Committee; and 


WHEREAS, Justice Jones was a positive force in numerous other 
professional areas, serving as one of Alabama’s Commissioners to the Na- 
tional Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws for 18 years;

electric customer to another supplier, and include, but are not limited to, 
costs of investment in generating, transmission and distribution facilities; 
obligations for purchased power, fuel and transmission charges; costs of 
assets required to be capitalized under utility accounting principles; and 
other fixed costs incurred by the utility to provide service; to provide for the 
use of commissioners in certain instances; to provide for appeals from the 
Circuit Court to the Supreme Court directly; to provide for severability, 
and to provide for the cessation and termination of the provisions of the act

- Every corporation organized under the laws 
of any other state, nation, or territory and doing business in this state, ex- 
cept strictly benevolent, educational, or religious corporations, shall pay 
annually to the state an annual franchise tax of three dollars ($3) on each 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) of the actual amount of its capital employed 
in this state. Corporations which have qualified to do business in this state 
shall for the purpose of this title prima facie be held to be doing business in 
Alabama. However, in no event shall the amount paid by any corporation 
for annual franchise tax be less than the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25). 


(b) Definition of capital. - The total capital of such foreign corpo- 
ration, herein referred to as the “taxpayer,” shall equal the aggregate net 
amount of the following items determined in accordance with Generally 
Accepted Accounting Principles appropriate in the particular case, as pro- 
mulgated by the Financial Accounting Standards Board or a similar or suc- 
cessor agency or board, unless otherwise defined in this article: 


(1) The outstanding capital stock and any additional paid-in capi- 
tal, whether positive or negative, but excluding the taxpayer’s cost of its 
treasury stock. 


(2) Retained earnings, whether positive or negative, which shall 
include any amounts designated for the payment of dividends until the 
amounts are definitely and irrevocably placed to the credit of stockholders 
subject to withdrawal on demand. 


(3) The amount of bonds, notes, debentures, or other evidences of 
indebtedness maturing and payable more than one year after the first day of 
the franchise tax year, but not including deposit liabilities of banks and 
other financial institutions as defined by state or federal law. 
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(4) The amount of bonds, notes, debentures, or other evidences of 
indebtedness, but not including deposit liabilities of banks and other finan- 
cial institutions as defined by state or federal law, maturing and payable at 
the time to: (i) any individual stockholder owning directly or indirectly 10 
percent or more of the outstanding capital stock of the taxpayer, or (ii) 
another corporation owning more than 50 percent of the outstanding capital 
stock of the taxpayer, or (iii) another corporation more than 50 percent of 
the outstanding capital stock of which is owned by the taxpayer, unless the 
other corporation referred to in clause (ii) or (iii) is also required to pay a 
franchise tax to the State of Alabama. 


(5) The amount reasonably required to adjust the depreciable or 
amortizable property accounts for any rapid, excessive, or unreasonable 
depreciation or amortization charges, so as to restore the depreciable or 
amortizable property accounts, for franchise tax purposes, to original cost 
less depreciation or amortization computed on the basis of the useful life of 
the property to the taxpayer. 


(c) Determination of capital employed in state. - The actual amount 
of capital employed by the taxpayer in this state shall then be determined by 
apportioning the total capital of the taxpayer, as defined above, to Alabama 
in accordance with regulations promulgated by the Department of Revenue 
appropriate in the particular case, except that if the apportionment formula 
prescribed by the regulations and otherwise applicable to the taxpayer would 
not fairly represent the actual amount of the capital of the taxpayer em- 
ployed in this state, then the taxpayer may petition for or the department 
may require, if reasonable, any one of the following: 


(1) The exclusion of any one or more of the three standard factors 
plus the cost-of-manufacturing component:; 


(2) The inclusion of one or more additional factors which fairly 
represents the taxpayer’s actual amount of capital employed in this state-; 
or 


(3) The employment of any other method, including, without limi- 
tation, the method commonly referred to as the summation method, te which 
effeettrate effectuates an equitable apportronment determination of the ac- 
tual amount of the taxpayer’s capital employed te in this state. However, in 
the case of organizations whose accounts and records are kept according to 
rules prescribed by a regulatory agency or instrumentality of the United 
States or by the Alabama Public Service Commission, or by a state insur- 
ance department, the actual amount of capital employed in this state as so 
determined shall in no event exceed the value of the sum of its tangible 
property located in this state and its intangible property employed in the 
conduct of its business in this state. 
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(d) Exclusions and deductions. 


(1) There shall be excluded from the amount of capital as deter- 
mined in subsection (b) of this section the investment by the taxpayer in the 
capital of other corporations organized under the laws of Alabama, or un- 
der the laws of any other state if such other corporations also pay a fran- 
chise tax to the State of Alabama, unless the taxpayer is a dealer in stocks 
or securities. 


(2) Except as provided in subdivision (3), in addition to any other 
applicable exclusions, in the case of any taxpayer, there shall be excluded 
from the amount of capital as determined in subsection (b), the investment 
by the taxpayer in the capital of any other corporation that does not pay a 
franchise tax to the State of Alabama if the taxpayer owns more than 50 
percent of the outstanding capital stock of the other corporation, unless the 
other corporation is dormant and not regularly engaged in one or more busi- 
ness activities. 


(3) In addition to any other applicable exclusions, in the case of 
any bank or bank holding company, there shall be excluded from the amount 
of capital as determined in subsection (b) as subsection (b) provided prior 
to the enactment of Act 95-564, the investment by the bank or bank holding 
company in the capital of any other corporation that does not pay a fran- 
chise tax to the State of Alabama if the bank or bank holding company 
owns more than 50 percent of the outstanding capital stock of the other 
corporation, unless the other corporation is dormant and not regularly en- 
gaged in one or more business activities. A corporation shall not be deemed 
dormant and shall be considered regularly engaged in one or more business 
activities, if the corporations owns, directly or indirectly, more than 50 per- 
cent of the outstanding capital stock of another corporation regularly en- 
gaged in one or more business activities. A corporation shall be deemed to 
directly or indirectly own more than 50 percent of another corporation if 
both corporations would be part of a controlled group of corporations as 
defined in 26 U.S.C. Section 1563 if a 50 percent ownership requirement is 
applied in lieu of the 80 percent ownership requirement in 26 U.S.C. Sec- 
tion 1563. 


(4) There shall be deducted from the amount of capital employed in 
this state as determined in accordance with subsections (b) and (c) of this 
section, the following amounts: 


a. The aggregate amount of loans of money made by the taxpayer 
in this state and which shall be secured by existing mortgage or mortgages 
to it on real estate in this state and upon which mortgage or mortgages there 
shall have been paid the recording privilege tax provided by law. 
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b. The amount invested by the taxpayer in bonds or other securities 
issued by the State of Alabama, or any county, municipality, or other politi- 
cal subdivision of the State of Alabama, or any public corporation orga- 
nized under the laws of the State of Alabama, unless the corporation is a 
dealer in securities. 


c. The amount invested by the taxpayer in all devices, facilities, or 
structures, and all identifiable components or materials for use therein, ac- 
quired or constructed primarily for the control, reduction, or elimination of 
air or water pollution. 


d. The amount invested by the taxpayer in all real and tangible 
personal property, equipment, facilities, structures, and components includ- 
ing, but not limited to, all aircraft replacement parts, components, systems, 
supplies, and sundries affixed or used on an aircraft, and ground support 
equipment and vehicles used by or for the aircraft, when used by certified or 
licensed air carrier with a hub operation within this state, for use in con- 
ducting intrastate, interstate, or foreign commerce for transporting people 
or property by air. For the purpose of this paragraph, the words “hub 
operation within this state” shall be construed to have all of the following 
criteria: 


,1. There originate from the location 15 or more flight departures 
and five or more different first-stop destinations five days per week for six 
or more months during the calendar year. 


2. Passengers or property, or both, are regularly exchanged at the 
location between flights of the same or a different certificated or licensed 
air carrier.” 


Section 2. Section 6 of Act No. 95-564, H. 539, 1995 Regular

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. The Legislature finds as fact and determines that: 


(1) The Alabama Consumer Credit Act, Title 5, Chapter 19, Code 
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of Alabama 1975 (commonly referred to as the “Mini-Code”), was enacted 
by the Legislature by Acts 1971, No. 2052, page 3290. All, or a portion, of 
the provisions of the Mini-Code apply to substantially all consumer credit 
transactions in Alabama involving billions of dollars annually. 


(2) The availability of consumer credit and certainty of consumer 
credit transactions is essential to Alabama citizens and the economy of Ala- 
bama. Disputes have arisen involving the Mini-Code resulting in signifi- 
cant litigation. 


(3) Adoption of this act is necessary to clarify existing law. It is 
intended that the amendments to Sections 5-19-17, except subsection (d), 
5-19-20, except subsections (b), (c), and (d)(2), 5-19-22, except subsection 
(h), and 5-19-31 be retroactive as these amendments clarify existing law. It 
is intended that the amendments to Section 5-19-19 be retroactive and are 
to be applied to consumer credit transactions entered into on, before, and 
after the effective date of this act. 


Section 2. The following sections of Chapter 19, Title 5, Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows:

thereafter, including, without limitation, at or about the time of the expira- 
ti ny Original warranty or the expiration of the peri ver 

rvice contract. Th ice contrac tis not requir be renew- 
able from time to time as set forth in the service contract. A service con- 
tract does not constitute insurance for any purpose, other than for the pur- 
pose of a service contract holder’s claim against a service contract provider 
for failure to comply with the provisions of the service contract if so pro- 
vided by other law. The foregoing provision shall not be retroactive. 


Section 4. The amendments to Sections 5-19-17, except subsec- 
tion (d), 5-19-19, except subsection (a)(3), 5-19-20, except subsections 
(b)(2), (c), and (d)(2), 5-19-22, except subsection (h), and 5-19-31 are ret- 
roactive and are to be applied to consumer credit transactions entered into 
on, before, and after the effective date of this act. The preceding sentence is 
not to be construed to mean that other provisions of this act which also 
clarify or restate existing provisions of Chapter 19, Title 5, are not appli- 
cable to consumer credit transactions entered into on or before the effective 
date of this act. The amendments to all other sections in this act not specifi- 
cally stated to be retroactive shall be prospective in nature and shall be 
operative only after the effective date of this act. The retroactive effect of 
certain provisions of this act shall not apply to litigation which has been 
concluded by a final nonappealable judgment of a court. The amendments 
set forth in this act shall not be admissible in any court, arbitration, or 
alternative dispute resolution proceedings or otherwise used to prove that 
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any action by a creditor or other person prior to the effective date of this act 
was unlawful or otherwise improper. 


Section 5. The provisions of Section 5-19-11(b) and 5-19-11(c) 
are transferred to, and restated and amended in, Section 5-19-19(c) and 
Section 5-19-19(i), respectively. The remainder of Section 5-19-11 is re- 
pealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act do not repeal, amend, or 
modify Public Law 96-221 enacted by the Congress of the United States 
and approved March 31, 1980. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. It hereby is 
declared to be the intent of the Legislature that if any part of this act, in- 
cluding without limitation any section, subsection or subpart, or the appli- 
cation thereof to any person or circumstance is declared invalid or uncon- 
Stitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which remains or the 
application of this act to any other person or circumstance. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

$2,161,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996. The appropria- 
tions made in this act are in addition to any and all other funds heretofore or 
hereafter appropriated to the Department of Corrections. 


Section 5. In addition to any and all other appropriations made 
heretofore or hereafter to the Voter Registration Identification Program, 
there is also hereby appropriated from the Voter Registration Fund the sum 
of $50,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996. 


Section 6. All other laws to the contrary notwithstanding, the ap- 
propriation made in Act 95-740, Section 2D 9 as the appropriation contem- 
plated in Section 41-4-94, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby reduced by the 
amount of $1,500,000. It is further the intent of the Legislature that of the 
appropriation made in contemplation of Section 41-4-94, Code of Alabama 
1975, an amount no greater than $100,000 shall be expended for legal ex- 
penses incurred by the Office of the President of the Senate or the Office of 
the Lieutenant Governor. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

OPINION OF THE JUSTICES 


NO. 354

Dear Senators: 
We acknowledge receipt of Senate Resolution 100, which reads: 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully re- 
quest the Honorable Chief Justice and Associate Justices 
of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, to give this 
body their written opinions on the following important con- 
stitutional questions which have arisen concerning the pend- 
ing bill, S.B. 604, a copy of which is attached to this reso- 
lution and made a part hereof by reference: 


“Senate Bill 604 requires the collection of a twenty- 
five dollar ($25) processing fee from each person jailed by 
the Sheriff of Limestone County. The bill provides that the 
proceeds of the fee shall be distributed to the office of the 
sheriff for equipment and capital outlay, or to supplement 
financial needs of the DARE program. 


“1. Section 14-6-22 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
requires the convicted defendant in a misdemeanor case to 
pay housing, maintenance, and medical costs associated 
with the incarceration of the defendant in a county or city 
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jail. Does this section subsume the law regarding fees 
which may be collected by the county relating to the 
incarceration of a person and is a local law requiring 
the collection of a jail processing fee in conflict with the 
general law in violation of Section 105 of the Constitu- 
tion of 1901? 


“2. Does S.B. 604 violate Section 94 of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama of 1901, which prohibits the Legislature 
from authorizing any county to lend its credit, or to grant 
public money or thing of value in aid of, or to any indi- 
vidual, association, or corporation? 


“RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Secretary of the 
Senate is hereby directed to send sufficient true copies of 
the pending bill, S.B. 604, to the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama, and to transmit this request to the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court forthwith upon adoption of this 
resolution.” 


The copy of S.B. 604 forwarded with the resolution reads: 


“A BILL 
“TO BE ENTITLED 
“AN ACT 


“Relating to Limestone County; providing for a processing fee for 
each person jailed by the sheriff and distribution of the fee. 


“BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


“Section 1. A processing fee of twenty-five dollars ($25) shall be 
assessed to each person jailed by the Sheriff of Limestone County. The 
proceeds from the fee shall be distributed to the sheriff’s office for equip- 
ment and capital outlay of the office, or to supplement financial needs of the 
DARE program. 


“Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 


otherwise becoming a law.” 


The dispositive question posed by the Resolution is whether S.B. 604 
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conflicts with Article IV, § 105, of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901.! 


The relevant portion of §105 provides that “[n]Jo ... local law ... 
shall be enacted in any case which is provided for by a general law.” (Em- 
phasis added.) This section prohibits the enactment of a local law when the 
subject of the proposed local law is already subsumed by a general law. See 
Peddycoart v. City of Birmingham, 354 So.2d 808, 813 (Ala. 1978), wherein 
this Court stated: 


“We do not look upon the presence of a general law upon a 
given subject as a bare segment, but to the contrary, its 
presence if primary, and means that a local law cannot be 
passed upon that subject. By constitutional definition a 
general law is one which applies to the whole state and to 
each county in the state with the same force as though it 
had been a valid local law from inception. Its passage is 
none the less based upon local considerations simply be- 
cause it has a statewide application, and already having 
that effect, the constitutional framers have prohibited the 


nactment ] act when th ject i dy sub- 
(Emphasis original.) 


The subject of a proposed local law is, therefore, deemed to have 
been “subsumed” by a general law if the subject matter addressed by the 
proposed local law has been “substantially provided for” by the general 
law. See Miller v. Marshall County Board of Education, 652 So.2d 759, 
761 (Ala. 1995), wherein this Court noted: 


“This Court has previously declared: 
“ ‘[L]ocal legislation reflecting responses to 
local needs may be enacted. It is only when 
those local needs already have been responded 
to by general legislation that § 105 of our state 
Constitution prohibits special treatment by 
local law.’ 


“Peddycoart v. City of Birmingham, 354 So.2d 808, 815 (Ala. 
1978). We have also held: 


'In light of our answer to this question, we pretermit any discus- 
sion of the second question, concerning the constitutionality of S.B. 604 
under Article IV, § 94. We note further that the constitutionality of impos- 
ing a “processing fee” on a person “jailed,” but not convicted of an offense, 
has not been questioned. 
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“ ‘Itis not the broad, overall subject matter which 
is looked to in determining whether the local act, 
taken together with the general law, is violative of 
§ 105; rather, it is whether the object of the local 
law is to accomplish an end not substantially pro- 
vided for and effectuated by a general law.’ 


“Drummond Co. v. Boswell, 346 So.2d 955, 958 (Ala. 1977). 


In State Board of Health v. Greater Birmingham Ass’n of Home 
Builders, Inc., 384 So.2d 1058, 1062 ([Ala.] 1980), Justice 


Beatty, who wrote the opinion in Peddycoart, supra, stated: 


“ ‘Because [the local act] represents the 
Legislature’s response todemonstrated local needs 
of Jefferson County which had not previously been 
addressed by the general law, we find no constitu- 
tional infirmity in the Act.’ 


“(Emphasis added [in Miller].)” 


The operation of S.B. 604 is restricted to Limestone County and it, 
therefore, unquestionably proposes a local law. See Article IV, § 110, Ala- 
bama Constitution (“a local law is a law which applies to any political 
subdivision or subdivisions of the state less than the whole”). Ala. Acts 
1983, No. 83-837, an act of statewide application, codified at Ala. Code 
1975, § 14-6-22, provides: 


“(a)(1) A court shall require a convicted defen- 
dant in a misdemeanor case to pay housing, maintenance 
and medical costs associated with the defendant’s incar- 
ceration in a county or city jail except as otherwise pro- 
vided herein. Such costs shall not exceed $20.00 per day 
that the defendant has been incarcerated plus actual medi- 
cal expenses incurred on behalf of the defendant. Such costs 
shall be taxed as costs of court and shall be in addition to 
any and all other costs of court. 


“(2) At the time of sentencing such defendant may 
petition the court for remission of the payment of these 
costs or of any portion thereof. If it appears to the satisfac- 
tion of the court that payment of the amount due will im- 
pose manifest hardship on the defendant or his immediate 
family, the court may remit all or part of the amount due in 
such costs. 
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“(3) In determining the amount and method of pay- 
ment of these costs, the court shall take into account the 
financial resources of the defendant and the nature of the 
burden that payment of the costs will impose. A defendant 
who has been ordered to pay the housing, maintenance and 
medical costs and who is not in contumacious default in 
the payment thereof may at any time petition the court which 
sentenced him for remission of the payment of these costs 
or of any unpaid portion thereof. If it appears to the satis- 
faction of the court that payment of the amount due will 
impose manifest hardship on the defendant or his immedi- 
ate family, the court may remit all or part of the amount 
due in such costs or modify the method of payment. 


“(b)(1) When a defendant is ordered to pay hous- 
ing, maintenance and medical costs, the court may grant 
permission for payment to be made in a specified period of 
time or in specified installments. If permission is not in- 
cluded in the order these costs shall be payable forthwith. 


“(2) When a defendant ordered to pay housing, 
maintenance and medical costs is also placed on probation 
or imposition or execution of sentence is suspended the 
court may make payment of the costs a condition of proba- 
tion or suspension of sentence. 


“(c) A default in the payment of the housing, main- 
tenance and medical costs or any installment thereof may 
be collected by any means authorized by law for the en- 
forcement of a judgement. 


“(d) Moneys collected for the housing, maintenance 
and medical costs of a convicted defendant in a misdemeanor 
case shall be collected by the clerk of the sentencing court 
and shall be payable to the county or city in whose jail the 
defendant was incarcerated.” 


As an examination of § 14-6-22 shows, the legislature has autho- 
rized the taxing of costs against persons convicted of misdemeanors, in an 
amount not to exceed $20 per day, for the purpose of reimbursing counties 
for expenditures associated with housing, maintenance, and medical costs 
arising out of the operation of their jails. S.B. 604, if enacted, would im- 
pose an additional “processing fee” of $25 on “each person jailed by the 
Sheriff of Limestone County” for the purpose of reimbursing “the sheriff’s 
office for equipment and capital outlay of the office, or to supplement [the] 
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financial needs of the DARE program.” “Capital outlay” is defined in Black’s 
Law Dictionary (6th ed. 1990) as “[m]oney expended in acquiring, equip- 
ping, and promoting an enterprise.” Although S.B. 604, unlike §14-6-22, 
would provide additional funding for Limestone County’s DARE program, 
a comparison of S.B. 604 with § 14-6-22 compels the conclusion that the 
legislature has already “substantially provided for” counties to be reim- 
bursed for housing and maintenance expenses associated with the operation 
of their jails, through the imposition of court costs against persons con- 
victed of misdemeanors. We can discern no material difference between 
“housing” and “maintenance” costs addressed in § 14-6-22, and expenses 
relating to “equipment and capital outlay” addressed in S.B. 604. Were it to 
become a law, S.B. 604 would create an unconstitutional one-county vari- 
ance from the provisions of § 14-6-22, by allowing the sheriff of Limestone 
County to collect an additional $25 fee from persons “jailed” in the county 
jail, for the purpose of providing additional income to offset the operating 
expenses of the jail. See Opinion of the Justices, No. 342, 630 So.2d 444 
(Ala. 1994). 


Based on the foregoing, we conclude that S.B. 604 would violate § 
105 of the Alabama Constitution.

A processing fee of twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25) shall be assessed to each person jailed by the 
sheriff of Madison County. The proceeds from the fee shall 
be distributed to the office of the sheriff for equipment and 
capital outlay of the office including automobiles. 


“Section 2. This act shall become effective imme- 
diately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law.” 


See Opinion of the Justices, No. 354, ___ So.2d _(Ala. 1996), 
issued this date, wherein this Court addressed substantially the same issue. 
For the reasons stated in that opinion, we conclude that S.B. 603 would 
violate § 105 of the Alabama Constitution.

The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation Education re- 
ported the following substitute, as amended, for the Bill, HB 300, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE, AS AMENDED, FOR HB 300 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the support, maintenance and develop- 
ment of public education in Alabama, for debt service, and for capital out- 
lay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, 
for debt service, and for capital outlay to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 
and 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 
of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all 
programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than 
those listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of 
this Act, “ETF” shall mean the Education Trust Fund and “Federal and 
Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, or entitlements, 
including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or 
counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall 
be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Education Trust 
Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public 
School Fund and are hereby made for the support of public education in 
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Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, and the appropria- 
tions herein made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and 
limitations of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, 
Sections 41-4-80 et seq.), the provisions of The Budget Management Act of 
1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-19-1 et seq.), and shall be in the 
amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Earmarked Funds” 
and “Appropriation Total” are as set forth for the purpose of establishing 
amounts estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other 
than those listed in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon consider- 
ation of such other funds so estimated to be available, to promote the 
accountability for an efficient use of funds available and are hereby appro- 
priated by the Legislature. Provided, however, that regardless of the ending 
date of any pay period which has been or may be established by the Legis- 
lature for the payment of salaries of state employees, the entire payment 
due shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropriation in which the pay date 
falls.

SECTION 6. No funds provided herein for the public schools 
shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment, and supervision of local boards of education. 
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No funds provided herein for the two-year postsecondary schools under the 
auspices of the State Board of Education shall be used for the payment of 
any salaries of personnel not under the direct control, employment and su- 
pervision of said institutions. 


SECTION 7. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 8. The State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisitions on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in 
accordance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expendi- 
ture or disbursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State 
Department of Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, 
whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. Furthermore, 
the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of warrants to 
students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary educational 
institutions. All other appropriations in this Act shall be paid after proper 
requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 9. It is the intent of the Legislature that all salary 
increases granted to lunchroom workers by the Legislature and funded from 
state appropriations and, in addition, all state funded fringe benefits shall 
be fully funded by local school boards from state funds provided in this Act 
and not from funds generated by lunchroom sales. 


SECTION 10. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other educa- 
tion or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse 
any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, 
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which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or dis- 
burse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain 
separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of account- 
ing which will show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provi- 
sion of this appropriation. 


SECTION 11. (a) Funds appropriated from the ETF or earmarked 
state funds in this Act to any state department, division, board, bureau, 
commission, agency, institution, or office (with the exception of local boards 
of education and postsecondary institutions of education) shali not be ex- 
pended for the purchase or lease of automotive vehicles. A state agency 
funded from the ETF or earmarked state funds in this Act may request to 
purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. The re- 
quest shall be made in writing to the Director of Finance, the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and Taxation-Education. The request shall explain 
the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency need for 
the vehicle.

optional equipment on the vehicle, and a complete inventory of all state 
motor vehicles assigned to, being used by, or being leased by the state school, 
college, department, agency, or like institution receiving funds under this 
Act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all motor vehicles that it 
operates that do not have state vehicle identification license tags. 


SECTION 12. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
the amounts enumerated in the general appropriation act for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1997.

To make appropriations for the support, maintenance and develop- 
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ment of public education in Alabama, for debt service, and for capital out- 
lay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, 
for debt service, and for capital outlay to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 
and 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 
of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all 
programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than 
those listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of 
this Act, “ETF” shall mean the Education Trust Fund and “Federal and 
Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, or entitlements, 
including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or 
counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall 
be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Education Trust 
Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public 
School Fund and are hereby made for the support of public education in 
Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, and the appropria- 
tions herein made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and 
limitations of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, 
Sections 41-4-80 et seq.), the provisions of The Budget Management Act of 
1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-19-1 et seq.), and shall be in the 
amounts hereinafter specified.

SECTION 5. There is hereby appropriated the following amounts 
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to the following institutions, to be expended to offset the cost of providing 
salary increases for faculty and staff granted for the 1996-97 fiscal year, to 
be conditioned solely on the availability of funds in the Education Trust 
Fund. The following appropriations are first priority conditionals and shall 
be allotted on a quarterly proportionate basis at the end of each quarter. At 
the end of each quarter of the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1996, the 
State Finance Director shall certify the quarterly amount of receipts to the 
Education Trust Fund estimated to be necessary to fully fund all absolute 
appropriations from the Education Trust Fund plus an ending balance of 
$10 million.

balance. For the fourth quarter of the fiscal year, the State Finance Director 
shall make his certification prior to September 1, 1997, and any available 
funds shall be allotted prior to September 15, 1997.

SECTION 6. No funds provided herein for the public schools 
shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment, and supervision of local boards of education. 
No funds provided herein for the two-year postsecondary schools under the 
auspices of the State Board of Education shall be used for the payment of 
any salaries of personnel not under the direct control, employment and su- 
pervision of said institutions. 


SECTION 7. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
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or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 8. The State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisitions on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in 
accordance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expendi- 
ture or disbursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State 
Department of Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, 
whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. Furthermore, 
the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of warrants to 
students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary educational 
institutions.

Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other educa- 
tion or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse 
any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, 
which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or dis- 
burse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain 
separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of account- 
ing which will show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provi- 
sion of this appropriation. 


SECTION 11. (a) Funds appropriated from the ETF or earmarked 
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state funds in this Act to any state department, division, board, bureau, 
commission, agency, institution, or office (with the exception of local boards 
of education and postsecondary institutions of education) shall not be ex- 
pended for the purchase or lease of automotive vehicles. A state agency 
funded from the ETF or earmarked state funds in this Act may request to 
purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. The re- 
- quest shall be made in writing to the Director of Finance, the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and Taxation-Education. The request shall explain 
the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency need for 
the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the Director of 
Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and 
the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation-Education 
prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle.

optional equipment on the vehicle, and a complete inventory of all state 
motor vehicles assigned to, being used by, or being leased by the state school, 
college, department, agency, or like institution receiving funds under this 
Act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all motor vehicles that it 
operates that do not have state vehicle identification license tags.

SECTION 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, 
amounts herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts 
heretofore provided or appropriated by law for such purposes. That the 
amounts herein appropriated are the maximum amounts to be expended for 
the purposes herein designated and in no event shall the maximum expendi- 
ture provided for any items of expense exceed the amount allocated herein 
except as may be provided for under Sections 5 and 6 of this bill, as pro-

bama 1975, and the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 et 
seq., Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 4. That any surplus remaining in any appropriation 
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herein made from the State General Fund to any office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency may be transferred, on order of the Governor, 
to any other appropriation herein made from the State General Fund when 
such appropriation to any office, department, bureau, board, commission 
or agency is insufficient to pay salaries in that office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency. 


SECTION 5. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 6. All interest earned from funds paid into Account 
No. 396 (formerly Account No. 305735) by Act 87-761, Act 88-947, Act 
89-79, Act 90-556 and Act 91-572 are hereby appropriated to the Governor’s 
Contingency Fund to be spent at the discretion of the Governor. Any other 
interest earned by the state from Revenue Sharing Investments under the 
State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972, as amended, Public Law 
92-512, 92nd Congress, together with any accruals or reversions thereon 
are hereby appropriated to the State General Fund. 


SECTION 7. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year 
appropriation, other than the exclusions authorized in Section 41-4-93, Code 
of Alabama 1975, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year 
immediately following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made 
and shall revert to the credit of the State General Fund or earmarked fund 
from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 8. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions and agencies include the amounts necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
said amounts enumerated in this Act. All agencies enumerated in this Act 
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and receiving services from other governmental agencies enumerated in this 
Act shall make full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the De- 
partment of Finance) for such services. 


SECTION 9. It is the intent of the Legislature, before any inter- 
agency transfers occur, of any type, including contracting, of any of the 
funds appropriated in this act, the agency transferring these funds shall 
request approval from the Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Economic Expansion and Trade. The request shall be made in writ- 
ing. The request shall explain the nature of the transfer and/or the nature of 
the contract. The request shall be approved unanimously by the Director of 
Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and 
the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Economic Expansion and Trade 
prior to any transfer of funds. 


SECTION 10. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provi- 
sion or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein 
made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any 
other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in 
and of itself unconstitutional or invalid. 


SECTION 11. (a) Funds appropriated from the State General 
Fund or earmarked state funds in this act to any state department, division, 
board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with the excep- 
tion of local boards of education, the Department of Transportation, 
postsecondary institutions of education and the legislative branch of gov- 
ernment) shall not be expended for the purchase or lease of automotive 
vehicles. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Department of Public Safety 
may purchase automotive vehicles to be used for direct law enforcement 
purposes only. The Department of Public Safety may not transfer automo- 
tive vehicles from law enforcement personnel nor vehicles designated for 
law enforcement purposes to other personnel in that department nor shall 
vehicles be transferred to be used for any other purpose in that department 
nor transferred to any other state agency.

The request shall explain 
the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency need for 
the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the Director of 
Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and 
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the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Economic Expansion and Trade 
prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. For purposes of this act, the following words shall have 
the following meanings: 


(1) BINGO. The game commonly known as bingo, which is a 
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game of chance played with cards printed with five rows of five squares 
each. Participants place markers over randomly called numbers on the 
cards in an attempt to form a preselected pattern such as a horizontal, ver- 
tical, or diagonal line, or all four corners. The first participant to form the 
preselected pattern wins the game. The term “bingo” means any game of 
bingo of the type described above in which wagers are placed, winners are 
determined, and prizes or other property is distributed in the presence of all 
persons placing wagers in that game. The term “bingo” does not refer to 
any game of chance other than the type of game described in this para- 
graph. 


(2) BINGO SESSION. A consecutive period of time not to exceed 
10 consecutive hours during which bingo is played in a given day. 


(3) CALHOUN COUNTY BINGO REGULATORY COMMIS- 
SION. A regulatory body created by this act to regulate the conducting of 
bingo games pursuant to Amendment No. 508 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama of 1901, and this act. 


(4) EQUIVALENT VALUE. The fair market value of a gift on the 
date the gift is awarded as a prize in a bingo game. 


(5) LOCATION. A single building, hall, enclosure, or outdoor 
area used for the purpose of playing bingo pursuant to a permit or license 
issued under this act. 


(6) PERMIT HOLDER. A qualified nonprofit organization which 
has a permit or license pursuant to this act. 


(7) PERSON. Any human being, corporation, association, or other 
legal entity. 


(8) QUALIFIED NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION. A bona fide 
religious, educational, service, senior citizens, fraternal, or veterans’ orga- 
nization which qualifies as an exempt organization under Section 501(c) of 
the Internal Revenue Code and operates without profit to its members and, 
except for special permit holders issued a permit pursuant to Section 5, 
which has been in existence and operating continuously in Calhoun County 
as that organization for a period of three years and which has owned or 
leased real property in Calhoun County for at least three years immediately 
prior to making application for operating bingo in Calhoun County. 


(9) SPECIAL PERMIT HOLDER. One who holds a valid permit 
for a special occasion as provided by Section 5 of this act. 
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Section 2. The operation of bingo games for prizes or money by 
certain nonprofit organizations for charitable, educational, or other lawful 
purposes shall be legal in Calhoun County subject to this act. 


Section 3. (a) There is created the Calhoun County Bingo Regula- 
tory Commission which shall be comprised of nine members, each of whom 
shall be a fair, equitable citizen of Calhoun County and of high moral char- 
acter. No member of the commission shall be eligible for appointment to 
two successive terms. Three of the members shall be appointed by the 
Legislative Delegation of Calhoun County, two of the members shall be 
appointed by the Calhoun County Commission, two of the members shall 
be appointed by the Council of Mayors of Calhoun County, one member 
shall be appointed by the Office of the District Attorney of Calhoun County, 
and one member shall be appointed by the Office of the Sheriff of Calhoun 
County. The terms of initial commission members shall expire as follows: 
The initial terms of one member appointed by the Legislative Delegation of 
Calhoun County and one member appointed by the Calhoun County Com- 
mission shall expire on January 1, 1998; the initial terms of one member 
appointed by the Council of Mayors of Calhoun County and the member 
appointed by the Office of the District Attorney of Calhoun County shall 
expire on January 1, 1999; the initial terms of one member appointed by the 
Legislative Delegation of Calhoun County and the member appointed by 
the Office of the Sheriff of Calhoun County shall expire on January 1, 
2000; the initial terms of one member appointed by the Calhoun County 
Commission and one member appointed by the Council of Mayors of Cal- 
houn County shall expire on January 1, 2001; and the initial term of one 
member appointed by the Legislative Delegation of Calhoun County shall 
expire on January 1, 2002. Successor members shall be appointed for five- 
year terms and until their successors are appointed and have qualified. If at 
any time there should be a vacancy on the commission, a successor member 
to serve for the unexpired term applicable to the vacancy shall be appointed 
by the legislative delegation. Members of the commission shall serve with- 
out personal profit, but may be paid, from the funds derived from the pay- 
ment of fees from applicants and permit holders pursuant to this act, for 
actual expenses incurred in connection with their duties as members of the 
commission. 


(b) No member of the commission shall have any personal finan- 
cial interest in the operation of any bingo game in the state or elsewhere. 


(c) The Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission shall do 
all of the following: 


(1) Prescribe forms for any statement required to be filed pursuant 
to this act, including, but not limited to, applications for a permit to conduct 
bingo games in Calhoun County. 
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(2) Accept and file any information supplied by any governing 
body of Calhoun County pursuant to this act. 


(3) Investigate any application for a permit to conduct bingo games 
in Calhoun County, any alleged failure to file any document required pursu- 
ant to this act, and, upon complaint by any person, any alleged violation of 
this act or the gambling laws of this state. 


(4) Make recommendations to governing bodies in Calhoun County 
concerning the issuance and revocation of a permit to conduct bingo games 
in the county. 


(5) Report suspected violations of law to the appropriate law en- 
forcement authorities. 


(6) Make recommendations to the Legislative Delegation of Cal- 
houn County concerning the need for further or different legislation and 
regulations regarding bingo games in Calhoun County. 


(7) Utilize funds provided to the commission pursuant to this act 
for the performance of official duties regarding the regulation of bingo games 
conducted in Calhoun County. 


(8) Promulgate rules and regulations as necessary for the proper 
administration and enforcement of this act. These rules and regulations shall 
in no way conflict with provisions of the original constitutional amendment 
or with provisions of this act. 


Section 4. (a) No qualified organization shall be permitted to oper- 
ate a bingo game unless the county governing body, or the governing bodies 
of the respective cities and towns, within their respective jurisdictions, is- 
sues a permit to the organization authorizing it to do so. The permit re- 
quired by this act is in addition to, and not in lieu of, any other business 
license which may be required by law, and no bingo game shall be operated 
until all required licenses have been obtained. A permit holder may hold 
only one permit and that permit is valid for only one location. A permit is 
not assignable or transferable. 


(b) The Calhoun County Commission, or any governing body for 
any municipality wholly or partially located within Calhoun County, may 
establish an ordinance for the operation of bingo games within its jurisdic- 
tion. Any ordinance adopted by a governing body shall be at least as re- 
strictive of the operation of bingo games as this act. Any person, organiza- 
tion, or other legal entity not authorized to conduct bingo games pursuant to 
this act shall not be allowed to conduct bingo games under any ordinance.

(c) Any qualified organization desiring to obtain a permit to con- 
duct bingo games in a calendar year shall apply to the county governing 
body if the proposed site for the bingo session or sessions are not within the 
police jurisdiction of any municipality. If the proposed site for the bingo 
session or sessions is within the police jurisdiction of any municipality in 
Calhoun County, the qualified organization desiring to obtain a permit shall 
apply to the governing body of the respective municipality. Application 
shall be made on forms provided by the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory 
Commission to each governing body. Applications by qualified organiza- 
tions shall be subscribed to by a legal representative of the qualified organi- 
zation before a notary public or other attesting officer authorized to admin- 
ister oaths, and each application shall contain a certification by the notary 
public or other attesting officer that the subscriber has appeared before him 
or her and sworn to the truth of the contents thereof. Each governing body, 
upon receiving completed applications from qualified organizations for the 
issuance of permits, shall immediately deliver to the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission a copy of each application. It is the intent of the 
Legislature that the governing body to which application is made for a per- 
mit to conduct a bingo session or sessions consult with the Calhoun County 
Bingo Regulatory Commission before issuing any permit. In no event shall 
any governing body issue a permit for the operation of bingo within its 
jurisdiction until 30 days after the governing body has delivered a copy of 
the completed application to the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Com- 
mission. In the event of any controversy concerning whether or not a per- 
mit for the operation of bingo should be issued, the decision of the Calhoun 
County Bingo Regulatory Commission that the permit shall not be issued 
shall control, but the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission shall 
not unreasonably deny nor arbitrarily deny a permit, and the commission 
shall consult with the governing body at least 10 days before any denial of 
a permit. Under no circumstances may the Calhoun County Bingo Regula- 
tory Commission require the governing body to issue a permit for the op- 
eration of bingo. The governing body may charge a reasonable fee for the 
issuance of any permit to operate bingo games within its jurisdiction. In 
addition, each applicant for a permit shall pay an operator’s fee to the Cal- 
houn County Bingo Regulatory Commission in accordance with the sched- 
ule below. 


(d) The governing body shall refuse to grant a bingo permit to any 
applicant who fails to fully provide the information required by this subsec- 
tion. Each applicant for a permit shall prove its length of existence and, 
except for an applicant for a “D” or special permit, the ownership of real 
property in Calhoun County for at least three years immediately preceding 
the application. Additionally, each applicant shall provide all of the follow- 
ing information: 
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(1) The name and home address of the applicant and, if the appli- 
cant is a corporation, association, private club, or other similar legal entity, 
the name and home address of each officer, director, or other similarly situ- 
ated person in the organization. 


(2) The name and home address of each person anticipated to op- 
erate or promote the bingo game. 


(3) The name and home address of each person, organization, club, 
or other legal entity anticipated to act as surety for the applicant. 


(4) The location where the applicant will conduct the bingo games. 
Bingo games shall be held only on premises wholly owned by a qualified 
permit holder except in the situation where a rental agreement has been 
entered into by the applicant pursuant to this act. 


(5) A statement revealing the existence of any other bingo or gam- 
bling establishment with which any person listed in subdivisions (1), (2), or 
(3) is presently associated or has a proprietary interest in, or with which the 
person has been associated or had a proprietary interest in within the past 
15 years. 


(6) A certification by the applicant that all bingo sessions shall 
only be organized, promoted, and operated by officers, directors, legal rep- 
resentatives, or employees of the qualified organization applicant. 


(7) Any other necessary and reasonable information which the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission or the governing body may 
require. 


(e) Permits may be amended upon resubmission of an application 
by the applicant to the governing body, submission by the governing body 
of a copy of the resubmitted application to the Calhoun County Bingo Regu- 
latory Commission, and surrender of the current permit. The governing 
body may charge a reasonable fee for the issuance of an amended permit. 
The applicant shall pay a fee upon issuance of an amended permit to the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission in accordance with this 
act. 


(f) Permits, except for special permits issued pursuant to this act, 
are issued on an annual basis and shall expire at midnight one year after the 
date of issuance. 


Section 5. (a) The maximum amount given away at any one bingo 
session shall be the determination of the governing body issuing the permit. 
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The governing bodies having the authority to issue permits may issue the 
following types of permits to qualified organizations for the operating of 
bingo sessions in their jurisdictions: 


(1) “A” permit. A qualified organization issued an “A” permit 
may award prize money or merchandise of a value in excess of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000). 


(2) “B” permit. A qualified organization issued a “B” permit may 
award prize money or merchandise of a value up to and including twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000) during any one bingo session. 


(3) “C” permit. A qualified organization issued a “C” permit may 
award prize money or merchandise of a value up to and including three 
thousand dollars ($3,000) during any one bingo session. 


(4) “D” or “Special” permit. A qualified organization which does 
not hold an “A”, “B”, or “C” permit may apply for a “D” or special permit 
for conducting a bingo session at a designated location for a special occa- 
sion. A special permit shall contain the name and address of the permit 
holder and shall specify the location and date of the bingo session. The 
applicant shall submit to the governing body of the jurisdiction where the 
bingo session is to be conducted a written application prepared in accor- 
dance with the rules and on a form provided by the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission. The applicant and the governing body shall fol- 
low the procedure provided in subsection (b) of Section 4 before the special 
permit is issued, and the application for a “D” or special permit shall in- 
clude the information required by subsections (b) and (c) of Section 4. The 
applicant shall also indicate the day or days on which the bingo session for 
the special occasion is to occur. Once the Calhoun County Bingo Regula- 
tory Commission and the appropriate governing body determine that the 
applicant is a qualified organization and the applicant pays the required 
fees, the governing body may issue the applicant a “D” or special permit. 
Only one special permit may be issued to the same qualified organization 
per quarter, not to exceed four special permits per year. Special permits are 
not transferable or assignable. 


(b) The permits described in this act are in addition to, and not in 
lieu of, any other business license which may be required by law, and no 
bingo game shall be conducted until all required licenses have been ob- 
tained. In addition to any permit issuance fee charged by the governing 
body, the qualified organization shall pay to the governing body a fee for 
the benefit of the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission. Fees 
collected in this manner shall be deposited in the general funds of the gov- 
erning bodies collecting the fee and then paid by the governing bodies di- 
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rectly to the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission for use in the 
regulation of bingo games in Calhoun County. The amount of the fee charged 
to qualified organizations for the benefit of the Calhoun County Bingo Regu- 
latory Commission shall be as follows: 


(1) “A” permit. One thousand dollars ($1,000) upon issuance of 
the permit, upon issuance of an amended permit, and upon reissuance of 
any permit annually. 


(2) “B” permit. Five hundred dollars ($500) upon issuance of the 
permit, upon issuance of an amended permit, and upon reissuance of any 
permit annually. 


(3) “C” permit. Two hundred fifty dollars ($250) upon issuance of 
the permit, upon issuance of an amended permit, and upon reissuance of 
any permit annually. 


(4) “D” or “Special” permit. One hundred dollars ($100) upon 
issuance of each permit, except, there shall be no permit fee required for 
educational institutions or religious organizations in Calhoun County. 


Section 6. (a) Each bingo permit shall contain the name and ad- 
dress of the permit holder, the location at which the permit holder is permit- 
ted to conduct bingo games, and the day or days of the week on which the 
permit holder is permitted to conduct bingo games. 


(b) The bingo permit holder shall display the permit conspicuously 
at the location where bingo is being conducted at all times during the con- 
duct of the games. 


Section 7. (a) It is the intention of the Legislature that only those 
qualified organizations which are properly issued permits pursuant to this 
act shall be allowed to conduct bingo games. A qualified organization shall 
not lend its name or allow its identity to be used by any other person in 
operating or promoting a bingo game in which the other person has a sub- 
stantial financial interest. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for two or more qualified organizations to 
pyramid the valuation of prizes in a manner to exceed the limits in cash, or 
gifts of equivalent value, as provided in Section 9. 


(c) Except as otherwise provided by this act, a qualified organiza- 
tion may deduct the reasonable expense of operating and conducting bingo 
games. Reasonable expense shall be defined as including customary and 
usual business overhead expenses and as specified in Section 8. 
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(d) No person shall pay consulting fees to any person for any ser- 
vices performed in relation to the operation or conduct of a bingo game. 


(e) No person other than a bona fide member of the permit holder 
may participate in the management or operation of a bingo game conducted 
pursuant to this act. A person may receive a reasonable salary, commis- 
sion, pay, or wage for valuable services rendered in the operation of the 
bingo games, pursuant to this act and subject to the approval of the govern- 
ing body issuing the permit and to the approval of the commission. 


Section 8. (a) All of the net proceeds of a bingo game shall be 
designated and expended for charitable or educational purposes. Net pro- 
ceeds shall include gross proceeds less reasonable expenses incurred or 
paid in connection with the holding, operating, or conducting of bingo games, 
including all of the following bona fide expenses, in reasonable amounts: 


(1) The purchase or rental of equipment necessary for conducting 
bingo games and payment of services reasonably necessary for the repair 
and maintenance of equipment. 


(2) The payment of cash prizes or the purchase of prizes or mer- 
chandise. 


(3) The reasonable rental or mortgage payment on the location at 
which bingo is conducted. The rental or mortgage payment shall be reason- 
able as compared to the fair rental value or fair market value of similar 
property located in the area where the bingo games are conducted. 


(4) Insurance on the facilities and liability coverage, as is reason- 
able for the operation of bingo games. 


(5) Utilities. 
(6) Janitorial services. 


(7) The fee required for issuance or reissuance of a permit to con- 
duct bingo, including the fee to be collected by the governing body and paid 
to the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission. 


(8) Reasonable payment for rental of vehicles to transport partici- 
pants to and from bingo sessions, reasonable payment to drivers of vehicles 
transporting participants to and from bingo sessions, payment for rental of 
the vehicles and payment to drivers of the vehicles shall be documented and 
reported by the permit holder to the governing body and the Calhoun County 
Bingo Regulatory Commission as provided in this act. 
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(9) Security personnel. 


(10) Accountant fees in connection with the preparing and filing of 
financial statements required by this act. 


(11) Other reasonable expenses incurred by the permit holder, not 
inconsistent with this act. 


Section 9. (a) Bingo may not be conducted with any equipment 
which is not owned, being purchased, or being rented at a reasonable rate 
by the permit holder, except as otherwise provided in this act. 


(b) Prizes awarded by any organization for the playing of bingo 
games during a bingo session shall not be less than 50 percent of the gross 
receipts in cash or gifts of equivalent value during the bingo session. 


(c) Reasonable expenses paid by any organization for the playing 
of bingo games during a bingo session shall not be more than 25 percent of 
the gross receipts in cash or gifts of equivalent value during the bingo ses- 
sion. Likewise, reasonable expenses paid monthly or quarterly by any or- 
ganization for the playing of bingo games during that period of time shall 
not be more than 25 percent of the gross receipts in cash or gifts of equiva- 
lent value during that period of time. 


(d) A permit holder shall display its bingo license conspicuously at 
the location where the bingo game is conducted. 


(e) In any advertisement for bingo, the permit holder shall indicate 
the purposes for which the net proceeds will be used by the permit holder. 


(f) A permit holder shall conduct bingo games only at the single 
location specified in the application of the permit holder. Any video or 
audio broadcast of bingo from that location shall be performed in accor- 
dance with all state and federal laws relating to the broadcasting of gam- 
bling events, and any proceeds received by the permit holder as a result of 
the broadcast shall be considered part of the gross proceeds of the bingo 
session which is broadcast. 


(g) A permit holder shall not conduct more than six bingo sessions 
during any one calendar week and no session shall exceed 10 hours. 


(h) The same organization shall not be issued a permit more than 
once quarterly and no session shall exceed 10 hours. 


(i) No person under the age of 19 years shall be permitted to play, 
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unless accompanied by a parent or guardian, any game or games of bingo 
conducted pursuant to any permit issued pursuant to this act. No person 
under the age of 19 years shall be permitted to conduct or assist in conduct- 
ing any game of bingo or other related activity in the location where the 
bingo games are conducted. 


Section 10. Each permit holder, for compliance with this act only, 
shall maintain all of the following records pertaining to each bingo session 
for at least three years from the date of the session: 


(1) An itemized list of gross receipts. 


(2) An itemized list of all expenses, including the name and ad- 
dress of each person to whom the expenses are paid and a receipt or invoice 
for all expenses. 


(3) An itemized list of the names and addresses of all prizewinners 
and the amount of prize money or merchandise awarded by the organization 
to the prizewinner. 


(4) A current list of all officers, directors, and employees of the 
qualified organization. 


(5) A current list of all members of the organization conducting or 
assisting in the conducting of the bingo session or sessions. 


Section 11. (a) On or before January 15, April 15, July 15, and 
October 15, respectively, occurring one year after the effective date of this 
act, and on or before January 15, April 15, July 15, and October 15 of each 
year thereafter, each permit holder shall file with the governing body which 
issued the permit and with the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commis- 
sion, a copy of the records required in Section 9 relating to the operation of 
bingo sessions in the previous quarter of the calendar year in which bingo 
games were operated by the qualified organization. Copies of the records 
shall be maintained by the governing body and the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission, and shall be open to inspection by any law en- 
forcement agency. For good cause shown, the governing body or the Cal- 
houn County Bingo Regulatory Commission may require the permit holder 
to file with the governing body the records at intervals more frequent than 
quarterly. 


(b) The records required to be kept pursuant to Section 9 of this 
act shall be open to inspection by the sheriff, the district attorney, the gov- 
ering body which issued the permit, members of the Calhoun County Bingo 
Regulatory Commission, any law enforcement agency, or the duly autho- 
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rized representatives of any of these, during regular business hours. Upon 
the request of the governing body of the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory 
Commission, the State Auditor, the Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts, or a certified public accountant appointed by the governing body 
or the commission shall examine and conduct an audit of the records, ac- 
counts, and transactions related to the operation of bingo of a permit holder. 


(c) The location at which bingo is being conducted, or at which an 
applicant or permit holder intends to conduct bingo, shall be open to inspec- 
tion during regular business hours by the sheriff, district attorney, or any 
law enforcement agency, or their duly authorized representatives. 


Section 12. The governing body of the jurisdiction in which bingo 
is conducted by a permit holder may, for good cause shown, revoke any 
permit if the permit holder or any officer, director, agent, member, or em- 
ployee of the permit holder violates this act or rule promulgated pursuant to 
this act. The revocation by the governing body shall become effective 10 
days after proper notice by the governing body to the permit holder unless 
within the 10 days the permit holder makes a written request for a hearing 
to the governing body. All existing rules and procedures for meetings and 
hearings before the particular governing body which issued the permit shall 
apply unless in direct conflict with this act. After a full hearing and the 
rendering of a written decision by the governing body adverse to the permit 
holder, the permit shall immediately be revoked. Members of the Calhoun 
County Bingo Regulatory Commission may attend any hearing granted by 
the governing body to consider revocation of any permit to operate bingo 
games and shall have the right to be heard prior to the rendering of any 
decision by the governing body whether a permit should be revoked. 


Section 13. The Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission 
may, for good cause shown, and after diligent investigation subsequent to 
the receipt of an application pursuant to this act, recommend to any govern- 
ing body that a permit to operate bingo games in this county be issued or 
not be issued to any applicant. The Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory 
Commission may, for good cause shown, recommend to any governing body 
that a permit which has been issued to a permit holder for the conducting of 
bingo games pursuant to this act be revoked or not be revoked. If, after the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission recommends to the appro- 
priate governing body that a permit not be issued, or be revoked by the 
governing body, and the governing body notwithstanding the recommenda- 
tion of the commission issues the permit or fails to revoke the permit, the 
Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission shall file with the district 
attorney a report of its findings and shall make recommendations to the 
district attorney concerning the actions of the governing body. 
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Section 14. Notwithstanding the provisions contained in Sections 
12 and 13, the district attorney, with or without the consent of the governing 
body which issued the permit, and with or without the consent and recom- 
mendation of the Calhoun County Bingo Regulatory Commission, may file 
a motion to revoke the permit with the Circuit Court of Calhoun County if, 
in his or her opinion, the permit should not have been issued, or if the permit 
holder or any officer, director, agent, member, or employee of the permit 
holder has violated this act or any provision of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
pertaining to gambling offenses. 


Section 15. (a) A permit holder whose permit is revoked for any 
reason is ineligible to apply for a permit for the operation of bingo games in 
Calhoun County for a period of one year after the revocation. 


(b) A person convicted subsequent to the effective date of this act 
of an offense under Section 17 or any other gambling offense is ineligible to 
serve as an officer or a permit holder, or to participate in conducting bingo 
games for a period of one year after the conviction becomes final. If the 
person is licensed pursuant to this act, the person shall forfeit the permit 
and is ineligible to apply for the issuance or reissuance of the permit for a 
period of one year from the date of conviction. 


(c) The permit holder shall return the permit to the governing body 
which issued the permit on or before the effective date of a revocation or 
forfeiture. Whether returned or not, the permit shall not be valid beyond the 
effective date of the revocation or forfeiture, and if the permit holder con- 
ducts bingo games after the effective date of the revocation of the permit, 
the permit holder or any officer, director, agent, member, or employee of the 
permit holder may be prosecuted for violation of this act or any other gam- 
bling offense. 


Section 16. The Circuit Court of Calhoun County shall have juris- 
diction to restrain or enjoin violations of this act and shall have jurisdiction 
to revoke permits issued by any governing body in this county for the con- 
ducting of bingo games pursuant to this act. 


Section 17. Any person who violates this act shall be guilty of a 
Class A misdemeanor and shall be punished as provided by law.

Section 1. Section 16-5-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“§$16-5-8. 


“(a)(1) The Commission on Higher Education is authorized to re- 
view periodically all new and existing programs and units of instruction, 
research, and public service funded by state appropriations at the state uni- 
versities and colleges and to share with the appropriate governing board, 
through the president of the institution, and state Legislature, its recom- 
mendations. 


“(a)(2) As a part of its program review process, the commission 
shall enforce, monitor, and report on minimum degree productivity stan- 
dards for all existing programs of instruction at public two-year and four- 
year institutions of higher education. Productivity standards shall be based, 
primarily, but not exclusively, on the annual average number of degrees 
conferred during a five-year period for senior institutions and a three-year 
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period for two-year institutions, as verified by the commission. Minimum 
productivity standards will vary by degree level. The annual average num- 
ber of degrees conferred constitutes a productivity standard by which pro- 
grams shall be deemed viable or non-viable. The data source for degrees 
awarded per category per institution will be the Integrated Postsecondary 
Education Data System (IPEDS) annual completions survey. The viability 
standard annual graduation rates shall be: a diploma, certificate consisting 
of 45-90 quarter hours; associate or baccalaureate degree program, 7.5 
graduates per year: a masters degree program, 3.75 graduates per year; an 
education specialist degree program, 3 graduates per year: and a doctoral 
degree program, 2.25 graduates per year. In vocational and technical pro- 
grams, a student who leaves the program for purposes of gainful employ- 
ment, in the same field of study as the program, having obtained the skills in 
said program, shall count as a graduate. It is the responsibility of the insti- 
tution to document and verify to the reasonable satisfaction of the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education that the student should be counted as a 
graduate as provided in this section.

Failure to meet the minimu ctivity stan- 
dard within the three years will result in the phase-out of the identified 
programs within three years. New programs approved by the commission 
within two years prior to passage of this act shall not be subject to this 
subsection for a period of five academic years. 


“(a)(3) An institution may request a waiver of the non-viability of 
a program that does not meet the minimum productivity standard due to the 
unigue and extraordinary characteristics of that program. The request fora 
waiver must be made in writing to the commission and the justification for 
the waiver must be documented by the institution. Factors that the commis- 
sion may consider in a decision to grant the waiver shall include, but not be 
limited to: the employment and placement of program enrollees in that pro- 
gram-related area of employment: the transfer of program enrollees to other 
institutions for purposes of educational advancement; the success of pro- 
gram graduates; the lack of duplication of that program in the state; market 
demands; other unique aspects of the program: and the objectives and re- 
quirements of Knight v. Alabama. The commission shall grant or deny the 
request for the waiver and notify the institution and its respective governing 
board in writing of that determination. 


“(a)(4) The commission shall annually report to the committee, the 
Governor, the State Board of Education and the Council of College and 
University Presidents the status of programs determined to be non-viable. 
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This report shall include information for each institution and its respective 
non-viable program offerings. The annual report shall also list any pro- 
grams not meeting the minimum standard as set forth in this act which were 
granted waivers by the commission along with the commission’s rational 
for granting the waiver for said programs. 


“(b)} The commission shall seek through the use of advisory com- 
mittees to study needless duplication of education, research, or service pro- 
grams and programs which are not adequately provided in the state, and 
shall make findings and recommendations to the institutions, the Governor, 
and the Legislature that would strengthen the total program of higher edu- 
cation in the state. 


“(c) The governing boards of public institutions of higher educa- 
tion in this state and the campuses under their governance or supervision 
shall not undertake the establishment of any new unit or program of in- 
struction for academic credit with state funds before submitting plans for 
the new unit or program to the commission for its review, evaluation, and 
approval. No state funds shall be expended by any public institution on any 
new unit or program of instruction which has not been approved by the 
commission. Any plan submitted to the commission, or its staff, and not 
receiving final action by the commission within 10 months of submission 
shall be considered approved. The term “new unit of instruction,” includes 
the establishment of a college, school, division or institute, and includes the 
establishment of any new branch or campus. The term does not include 
reasonable extensions or alterations of existing curricula, or programs which 
have a direct relationship to existing programs. The commission may, un- 
der its rulemaking power, define the character of the reasonable extensions 
and alterations. 


“(d) The commission shall have the authority to authorize and regu- 
late off-campus offerings, new or existing-; except courses taught at busi- 
ness and industry sites intended exclusively for employees of business and 
industry. An exception to this off-campus authority is provided for the 
branch campuses of universities or branch campuses of junior colleges in 
existence at the time of passage of this chapter whose fall 1978 registra- 
tions exceeded 500 class enrollments and branch campuses of universities 
operating prior to 1960. For those branches which began operating since 
1960, the commission shall present its recommendation for the continua- 
tion or termination of each branch with full findings of fact to the Legisla- 
ture before a public joint meeting of the Education Committees of the House 
and Senate no later than the fifth legislative day of the 1981 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature. In making the recommendation, the commission 
shall not use the ratio of full-time faculty to part-time faculty and/or a 
requirement to attend the main campus for degree completion as a part of 
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its judgment of the quality of a program or branch campus. The education 
committee of each house shall report to its respective house with a concur- 
rence or nonconcurrence on each recommendation of the commission. De- 
bate on each recommendation shall be limited to one hour of continuous 
uninterrupted discussion for each recommendation and at the end of the 
time, it shall be mandatory that the President of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House shall in their respective houses call for a recorded vote. The 
resolution by simple majority of both houses is required to affirm a com- 
mission recommendation. No more than one branch shall be continued or 
terminated in one resolution. 


“(e) The computerized advisement system for students operated by 
Troy State University which includes a comprehensive undergraduate pro- 
gram and course information for all public two-year and four-year institu- 
tions of higher education, existing on March 17, 1994, shall ensure students 
at each two-year institution accredited by the Southern Association’s Com- 
mission on Colleges, the opportunity to enter into a contract with a four- 
year institution guaranteeing the transfer of credit earned for courses taken 
at the two-year institution pursuant to the terms of the contract provided the 
student is admitted to the four-year institution. Under this contract, all 
agreed upon credits transferred from a two-year institution to a four-year 
institution shall fulfill degree requirements at the four-year institution as if 
they were earned at the four-year institution. Information regarding this 
advisement and contracting program shall be included in the official cata- 
log of each institution of higher education. All public two-year and four- 
year institutions in the state accredited by the Commission on Colleges shall 
participate in this system. 


“In addition, there is created an Articulation and General Studies 
Committee which shall consist of ten members composed as follows: two 
representing the state’s regional universities, three representing the state’s 
two-year colleges (one of whom shall be black), one representing each of 
the following: Auburn University, the University of Alabama System, the 
University of South Alabama, Alabama State University, and Alabama A&M 
University. The Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education and the Director of the computerized advising system operated 
by Troy State University shall serve as nonvoting members. 


“Unless provided by the governing board of the respective institu- 
tion, the representatives to the Articulation and General Studies Committee 
shall be selected in the following manner: The presidents of the state’s 
regional universities shall select the two representatives of these institutions 
on the committee. The State Board of Education shall select the represen- 
tatives of the state’s two-year colleges on the committee. The Chancellor of 
the University of Alabama System and the Presidents of Auburn Univer- 
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sity, the University of South Alabama, Alabama State University, and Ala- 
bama A&M University shall each select the representative of their institu- 
tions on the committee. It is the intent of the Legislature that women be 
represented on the committee. This committee, utilizing whatever resources 
and task forces it deems appropriate, shall develop no later than September 
1, 1998, a statewide freshman and sophomore level general studies curricu- 
lum to be taken at all colleges and universities. Nothing herein shall be 
interpreted as restricting any institution from requiring additional general 
studies courses beyond the statewide general studies curriculum. 


“This committee shall also develop and adopt no later than Sep- 
tember 1, 1999, for the freshman and sophomore years, a statewide articu- 
lation agreement for the transfer of credit among all public institutions of 
higher education. Under this articulation agreement, all applicable credits 
transferred from a two-year institution to a four-year institution shall fulfill 
degree requirements at the four-year institution as if they were earned at the 
four-year institution. The committee shall further examine the need for a 
uniform course numbering system, course titles, and descriptions. 


“A four-fifths vote of the entire voting membership of the commit- 
tee shall be required for the adoption of the articulation agreement and gen- 
eral studies curriculum. Upon adoption of the articulation agreement and 
general studies curriculum, this committee shall continue its duty and au- 
thority prescribed herein. The committee shall meet at least annually, or at 
other times as convened by the chair. The committee shall elect annually a 
chair from its membership. The chair of the committee shall rotate annu- 
ally between a representative of the four-year institutions and a representa- 
tive of the two-year institutions. 


“In case of problems in the administration or interpretation of the 
articulation agreement or the general studies curriculum, institutions shall 
present the problem to the Articulation and General Studies Committee for 
resolution. A majority decision of the committee shall be final and binding. 


“The budget recommendation of the commission shall not include 
an appropriation for institutions of higher education violating the stipula- 
tions of this section. 


“(f) Nothing in this or any section, however, shall be construed to 
prohibit any institution of higher education in this state from seeking and 
securing by separate bill the approval of the Legislature for any new unit or 
program of instruction, research, or public service denied approval by the 
commission, in which case the action of the Legislature, when approved by 
the Governor or otherwise upon becoming law, is final.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA:

27th Day 


Section 1. Commencing October 1, 1996, there is provided to each 
person currently receiving benefits whose effective date of retirement was 
prior to October 1, 1996, for purposes of receiving benefits from the Teach- 
ers’ Retirement System, and to certain beneficiaries of deceased members 
and deceased retirees currently receiving survivor benefits, if the effective 
date of retirement or death for the deceased retirees or deceased member 
was prior to October 1, 1996, for purposes of receiving benefits from the 
Teachers’ Retirement System, a cost-of-living increase of not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25) per month and the increase shall be more if deter- 
mined as follows: 


(1) Two percent (2%) of the current gross benefit paid to the retiree 
and to certain beneficiaries of deceased members and deceased retirees. 


(2) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the retiree for each retiree selecting the maximum retirement allowance for 
option one. 


(3) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the retiree reduced by the retiree’s option election factor for each retiree 
selecting options two, three, or four unless the beneficiary under the option 
selected is deceased on October 1, 1996, in which case the increase shall 
not be reduced. 


(4) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the deceased member or deceased retiree reduced by the survivor’s option 
factor for each beneficiary receiving monthly benefits from the Teachers’ 
Retirement System. 


Section 2. (a) Commencing October 1, 1996, there is provided to 
certain persons identified in subsection (b) of this section who are currently 
receiving benefits, whose effective date of retirement was prior to October 
1, 1996, for purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement 
System, and to certain beneficiaries of deceased members and deceased 
retirees who are currently receiving survivor benefits if the effective date of 
retirement or death for the deceased member or retiree was prior to October 
1, 1996, for purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement 
System shall receive a cost-of-living increase of not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25) per month and the increase shall be more if determined as 
follows: 


(1) Two percent (2%) of the current gross benefit paid to the retiree 
and to certain beneficiaries of deceased members and deceased retirees. 


(2) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
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the retiree for each retiree selecting the maximum retirement allowance or 
option one. 


(3) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the retiree reduced by the retiree’s option election factor for each retiree 
selecting options two, three, or four unless the beneficiary under the option 
selected is deceased on October 1, 1996, in which case the increase shall 
not be reduced. 


(4) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the deceased member or deceased retiree reduced by the survivor’s option 
factor for each beneficiary receiving monthly benefits from the Employees’ 
Retirement System. 


(b) The benefits provided in this section are limited to those retirees 
whose participation in the Employees’ Retirement System was based on 
Section 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, and whose employer at the time 
of retirement was local board of education or a state supported institution 
of higher education. The benefits granted in this section shall not apply to 
any other participants in the Employees’ Retirement System. 


Section 3. The cost-of-living increase granted to certain retired 
persons under the Teachers’ Retirement System by this act may be financed, 
if possible, from existing funds of the Teachers’ Retirement System subject 
to the following provisions and conditions: 


(1) If the actuary for the Teachers’ Retirement System finds that 
the cost-of-living increase can be paid for the 1996-97 fiscal year without 
appropriation of additional funds to the system without having an adverse 
actuarial impact on the system, beginning October 1, 1996, the board of 
control of the system may provide the cost-of-living increase authorized by 
this section. It is the intent of this section as pertains to funding similar 
increases in the future, that the funding thereof shall be in accordance with 
the requirements of Section 16-25-21. If the actuarial certification of the 
cost involved in funding the cost-of-living increase provided by this act, as 
required by Section 16-25-28, is not received by October 1, 1996, but sat- 
isfies the above condition when it is received during the 1996-97 fiscal 
year, then the cost-of-living increase shall be paid retroactively to October 
1, 1996. 


(2) If the conditions in subdivision (1) are not met, the cost-of- 
living increase shall be paid beginning October 1, 1997, and the cost of this 
benefit shall be included in the amount certified by the board of control to 
be contributed by the state under Section 16-25-21 or any other applicable 
law. The provisions of this subdivision shall govern and override any seem- 
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ing or actual conflicts with other provisions of this section. 


Section 4. Any person who receives benefits under the Medicaid 
program and whose eligibility for the benefits would be impaired by the 
cost-of-living increase provided by this act shall not be entitled to receive 
the increase. Any person who shall subsequently apply for benefits under 
the Medicaid program and who would have his or her eligibility to receive 
benefits impaired by the cost-of-living increase provided by this act, shall 
not be entitled to receive the increase after the date that the member files 
application for benefits under the Medicaid program. 


Section 5. Commencing October 1, 1996, each person, except those 
whose employer participated in the Employees’ Retirement System pursu- 
ant to Sections 36-27-6, 36-27-7, and 36-27-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975, 
whose effective date of retirement for purposes of receiving benefits from 
the Employees’ Retirement System is prior to October 1, 1996, and who is 
receiving or is entitled to receive a monthly allowance from the Employees’ 
Retirement System, and certain beneficiaries of deceased members and de- 
ceased retirees currently receiving survivor benefits, if the effective date of 
retirement or death for the deceased retiree or deceased member was prior 
to October 1, 1996, for purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ 
Retirement System shall receive a cost-of-living increase of not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25) per month and the increase shall be more if deter- 
mined as follows: 


(1) Two percent (2%) of the current gross benefit paid to the retiree 
and to certain beneficiaries of deceased members and deceased retirees. 


(2) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the retiree for each retiree selecting the maximum retirement allowance or 
option one. 


(3) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the retiree reduced by the retiree’s option election factor for each retiree 
selecting options two, three, or four unless the beneficiary under the option 
selected is deceased on October 1, 1996, in which case the increase shall 
not be reduced. 


(4) One dollar ($1) per month for each year of service attained by 
the deceased member or deceased retiree reduced by the survivor’s option 
factor for each beneficiary receiving monthly benefits from the Teachers’ 
Retirement System. 


Section 6. Commencing October 1, 1996, each person whose em- 
ployer participates in the Employees’ Retirement System pursuant to Sec- 
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tion 36-27-6, Code of Alabama 1975, whose effective date of retirement for 
purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement System is 
prior to October 1, 1996, and who is receiving or is entitled to receive a 
monthly allowance from the Employees’ Retirement System, and certain 
beneficiaries of deceased members and deceased retirees currently receiv- 
ing survivor benefits, if the effective date of retirement or death for the 
deceased retiree or deceased member was prior to October 1, 1996, for 
purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement System, 
shall receive a cost-of-living increase of not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25) per month and the increase shall be more if determined by the formula 
used in Section 5. Any employer may elect by July 1, 1997, to discontinue 
the cost-of-living increases paid to its retired employees and certain benefi- 
ciaries pursuant to this section effective October 1, 1997.

Commencing October 1, 1996, each person whose em- 
ployer participates in the Employees’ Retirement System pursuant to Sec- 
tions 36-27-7 and 36-27-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975, whose effective date 
of retirement for purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Re- 
tirement System is prior to October 1, 1996, and who is receiving a monthly 
allowance or is eligible to receive a monthly allowance from the Employ- 
ees’ Retirement System, and certain beneficiaries of deceased members and 
deceased retirees currently receiving survivor benefits, if the effective date 
of retirement or death for the deceased retiree or deceased member was 
prior to October 1, 1996, for purposes of receiving benefits from the Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System, shall receive a cost-of-living increase in the 
amount of one-half the amount provided by the formula in Section 5 but the 
increase shall not be less than twelve dollars and fifty cents ($12.50) per 
month. 


Section 8. The cost-of-living increase granted to certain retired 
persons under the Employees’ Retirement System by this act may be fi- 
nanced, if possible, from existing funds of the Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem subject to the following provisions and conditions: 


(1) If the actuary for the Employees’ Retirement System finds that 
the cost-of-living increase can be paid for the 1996-97 fiscal year from 
existing funds of the system without having a serious adverse actuarial 
impact on the system, beginning October 1, 1996, the board of control of 
the system may pay the cost-of-living increase provided in this act. It is the 
intent of this act as pertains to funding similar increases in the future, that 
the funding thereof shall be in accordance with the actuarial soundness 
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requirements of Section 36-27-26. If the actuarial estimate of the cost in- 
volved in funding the cost-of-living increase provided by this act, as re- 
quired by Section 36-27-26, is not received by October 1, 1996, but satis- 
fies the above actuarial soundness condition when it is received during the 
1996-97 fiscal year, then the cost-of-living increase shall be paid retroac- 
tively to October 1, 1996. 


(2) If the conditions in subdivision (1) are not met, the cost-of- 
living increase shall be paid beginning October 1, 1997, and the cost of this 
benefit shall be included in the amount certified by the board of control to 
be contributed by the state under Sections 16-25-21 or 36-27-24 or any 
other applicable law. The provisions of this subdivision shall govern and 
override any seeming or actual conflicts with other provisions of this sec- 
tion. 


Section 9. The Board of Control of the Employees’ Retirement 
System may notify any employer who participated in the Employees’ Re- 
tirement System and has withdrawn from participation on the effective date 
of this act that the cost-of-living increases provided by this act and Act No. 
93-604, 1993 Regular Session, and Act No. 94-232, 1994 Regular Session, 
as amended by Act No. 94-768, 1994 Special Session, are available to their 
retirees and beneficiaries provided the employer elects to fund the increase. 


Section 10. Commencing October 1, 1996, any pensioner who 
retired from a city, town, county, or public or quasi-public organization of 
the state before the city, town, county, or public or quasi-public organiza- 
tion of the state became a member of the Employees’ Retirement System, 
and who is receiving a monthly benefit prior to the effective date of this act 
administered by the Employees’ Retirement System, may receive an in- 
crease in benefits in the amount of thirty dollars ($30) per month if the 
monthly benefit is five hundred dollars ($500) or less; forty-five dollars 
($45) per month if the monthly benefit is more than five hundred dollars 
($500) but less than one thousand dollars ($1,000); sixty dollars ($60) per 
month if the monthly benefit is more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) but 
less than two thousand dollars ($2,000); seventy-five dollars ($75) per month 
if the monthly benefit is two thousand dollars ($2,000) or more if the city, 
town, county, or public or quasi-public organization of the state elects to 
fund the increase, provided the pensioner retired prior to October 1, 1996. 


Section 11. Commencing October 1, 1996, beneficiaries of pen- 
sioners formerly participating in a retirement program of a Class 1 munici- 
pality but whose benefits are currently administered by the Employees’ 
Retirement System shall receive a monthly increase of fifty dollars ($50) 
provided the local public board elects to fund the increase. All other benefi- 
ciaries of Employees’ Retirement System pensioners shall receive an in- 
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crease of twenty-five dollars ($25) per month provided the local units elect 
to fund the increase. 


Section 12. Any county board, department, or agency responsible 
for the local administration of a program for a state board, department, or 
agency affiliated with the Employees’ Retirement System on October 1, 
1996, may provide the cost-of-living increase pursuant to this act to any 
retiree or beneficiary who retired prior to such entities participation in the 
Employees’ Retirement System if the local administrative unit elects to fund 
the increase. 


Section 13. Any person who received benefits under the Medicaid 
Program and whose eligibility for Medicaid benefits would be impaired by 
the cost-of-living increase provided by this act shall not be entitled to re- 
ceive the increase. Any person who subsequently applies for benefits under 
the Medicaid Program and that person’s eligibility to receive benefits is 
impaired by the cost-of-living increase provided by this act, shall not be 
entitled to receive the increase subsequent to the date that the member files 
application for benefits under the Medicaid Program. 


Section 14. Commencing October 1, 1996, any pensioner or annu- 
itant who retired from a city, town, county, or public or quasi-public orga- 
nization of the state before the city, town, county, or public or quasi-public 
organization of the state became a member of the Employees’ Retirement 
System and is receiving a monthly benefit not administered by the Employ- 
ees’ Retirement System shall receive a fifty dollar ($50) per month increase 
provided the city, town, county, or public or quasi-public organization of 
the state elects to fund the increase provided the pensioner retired prior to 
October 1, 1996. 


Section 15. The provisions of this act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating and providing for the 
payment of retirement benefits to the retired members of the Employees’ 
Retirement System. However, those laws or parts of laws which are in 
direct conflict or inconsistent with this act are repealed to the extent of the 
conflict. 


Section 16. This act shall become effective October 1, 1996, upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Joint Interim Leg- 
islative Committee to Study the Feasibility of Establishing and Maintaining 
a Rural Transportation System is created. The committee shall be com- 
posed of three members of each house, to be appointed by the presiding 
officer of each house. At its first meeting, the committee members shall 
elect a chairman and a vice-chairman from their membership. 


The committee shall study methods of providing rural transporta- 
tion to the citizens of this state, and in particular to the elderly and disad- 
vantaged. The goals of the committee shall include all of the following: 


1. Achieve the most cost-effective use of current federal, state, and 
local resources for specialized and rural transportation. 


2. Encourage local governments to take a more active role in the 
management and coordination of programs supporting specialized and ru- 
ral transportation. 


3. Facilitate adoption of administrative and management practices 
in the implementation of federal and state programs which encourage coor- 
dination among service providers and increase access to specialized and 
tural transportation. 


4. Facilitate the sharing of technical resources and information 
with recipients of federal and state assistance and with transportation pro- 
viders. 


5. Determine the most efficient system of providing service, in- 
cluding consideration of private sector providers and use of competitive 
bidding. 


The Alabama Commission on Aging shall provide technical assis- 
tance and advise the committee. Upon request of the committee, other state 
agencies and entities, including, but not limited to, the Alabama Medicaid 
Agency, the Department of Human Resources, the Department of Trans- 
portation, the Alabama Kidney Foundation, the Department of Public Health, 
the Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation, the Department 
of Rehabilitation Services, and the Office of the Governor shall provide 
technical assistance to the committee. 
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Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide necessary clerical assistance for the work 
of the committee. The committee shall report its findings, conclusions, and 
recommendations to the Legislature not later than the 5th legislative day of 
the 1997 Regular Session, whereupon, the committee shall stand dissolved 
and discharged of any further duties and liabilities. Each member of the 
committee shall be entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation, 
his or her per diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she attends a 
meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds appropriated 
to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State Comptroller 
upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legislative compensation 
or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a member is being paid 
any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other state busi- 
ness. The total expenditures of the committee shall not exceed $10,000.

SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 437 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to municipal planning and zoning; to amend Section 11- 
52-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, providing for the composition and pow- 
ers of municipal planning commissions to further provide for the composi- 
tion of the planning commissions in Class 8 municipalities; prohibiting a 
member of the planning commission from also serving as a member of the 
zoning board of adjustment; requiring all members of the planning commis- 
sion to be residents and qualified electors of the city’s planning jurisdiction 
rather than qualified electors of the city; providing for four-year terms, 
rather than the current six-year terms; providing further for the removal of 
members of the planning commission; to amend Section 11-52-8 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, relating to the adoption of a master plan for the physical 
development of a municipality, to change the procedure from master plan to 
review and provide further for the documentation and contents of the plan; 
to amend Section 11-52-9 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to delete specific 
purposes and contents of the preparation of the master plan relating to the 
environment, traffic, distribution of the population and adequate public utili- 
ties, among other requirements, and providing for a comprehensive plan; to 
amend Sections 11-52-10 and 11-52-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, re- 
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lating to procedures for the adoption of the master plan, to require the mu- 
nicipal governing body to formally adopt any plan instead of the planning 
commission and provide for the commission to make its recommendations 
to the municipal governing body on the master plan; to amend Section 11- 
52-30 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that the county engineer 
shall a map or plat of a subdivision prior to the recording or sale of property 
referenced to the map or plat rather than approve the map or plat and to 
provide that the county commission may under certain conditions waive the 
requirement; to amend Section 11-52-32 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the approval or disapproval of the plat by the planning commis- 
sion and the powers of the planning commission as to subdivision zoning 
generally, to provide further for the period in which the planning commis- 
sion may approve or disapprove a plat, the minimum number of affirmative 
votes for approval by the planning commission, and deleting certain other 
procedures required of the planning commission for recommendations to 
the council on amendments to zoning ordinances and maps of the territory 
within a subdivision; to amend Section 11-52-72 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to zoning, to further provide generally for the goals and pur- 
poses of zoning ordinances; to amend Section 11-52-80 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, relating to the board of adjustment, to delete the power of the 
chair or acting chair to administer oaths and compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses, and providing further for the conditions upon which the board may 
grant a variance from the terms of an ordinance and providing other techni- 
cal non-substantive corrections; to provide that certain local laws shall not 
be affected by this act; to repeal Sections 11-52-50 to 11-52-54, inclusive, 
Code of Alabama 1975, relating to reservation of lands in subdivisions for 
future acquisition for streets and the procedures therefor; and to repeal Sec- 
tion 11-52-79 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the power of a 
municipality or town to appoint a zoning commission. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 11-52-3, 11-52-8, 11-52-9, 11-52-10, 11-52- 
11, 11-52-30, 11-52-32, 11-52-72, and 11-52-80 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“§11-52-3. 


“(a) The commission shall consist of nine members: The mayor, or 
his or her designee, one of the administrative officials of the municipality 
selected by the mayor, a member of the council to be selected by it as a 
member ex officio and six persons who shall be appointed by the mayor, if 
the mayor is an elective officer, otherwise by the officer as the council may 
in the ordinance creating the commission designate as the appointing power; 
provided, that in any Class 1 municipality, the commission shall consist of 
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16 members: The mayor, one of the administrative officials of the munici- 
pality selected by the mayor, two members of the council to be selected by 
it as members ex officio, and 12 persons who shall be selected by the coun- 
cil. In the event the mayor designates a person to sit in his or her place on 
the municipal planning commission, the person so appointed shall serve 
during the term of the mayor, unless the original appointment shall be lim- 
ited to a term certain of not less than 12 months at time of T 
ass 8 cities where th ission m si mber. 
and m composed of the governin 


“In addition to regular members, the mayor and each of the council 
members of Class 1 municipalities serving on the commission may each 
appoint, from the administrative staff of the mayor and council exclusively, 
a supernumerary member who shall be authorized to be counted for the 
purpose of determining a quorum, and, while serving, to act with all of the 
power and authority of a regular member whenever such municipal official 
is not personally in attendance. 


“In addition to the regular members, in all cities having popula- 
tions of not less than 175,000 nor more than 275,000, two supernumerary 
members shall be appointed to serve on the board at the call of the chair 
only in the absence of regular members, and while so serving, they shall 
have and exercise the power and authority of regular members. 


“(b) All members of the commission shall serve without compensa- 
tion, and the appointed members shall hold no other municipal office,-ex- 


member of the-zoning-board-of adjustment-or- appeals No member of the 

commission may be a member of the zoning board of adjustment, and wherein 
all members of the commission shall be bona fide residents and qualified 
electors of suretretttes; the city’s planning jurisdiction. exeeptthatthe The 
12 appointed members of any commission elected by the council in Class 1 
municipalities, under subsection (a) of this section, upon adoption of a reso- 
lution by the city council approving Acts 1994, No. 94-672, shall be paid 
twenty-five dollars ($25) per meeting for each meeting of the commission 
attended by the members. No member shall be paid more than fifty dollars 
($50) in any one month, and any appointed member who is an elected offi- 
cial or an employee of the municipality shall not be eligible to receive the 
compensation. 


“(c) The terms of ex officio members shall correspond to their re- 
spective official tenures, except that the term of the administrative official 
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selected by the mayor shall terminate with the term of the mayor selecting 
the member. 


“The term of each appointed member shall be stx four years, or 
until the successor takes office, except that the respective terms of five of 
the members first appointed shall be one, two, three, and four—and-five 
years, provided, that in any city having a 16 member commission as pro- 
vided in subsection (a) of this section, the respective terms of five pairs of 
the members first appointed by council shall be one, two, three, and four; 
andftve years, and provided further, that in all cities having populations of 
not less than 175,000 nor more than 275,000, the term of each appointed 
member of the commission shall be for three years. Commission members 


shall be eligible for reappointment under the terms described in this section. 


“(d) Members othertharrthe-member-setected-bythe comnet! may, 
after a pubtte hearing, be removed by the mayor appointing authority for 
reasons including but not limited to: Failure to reveal and act appropriately 


in connection with a conflict of interest, failure to attend meetings, for inef- 
ficiency, neglect of duty, or malfeasance i in office, = Provided that in-any 


any sa = ee or for eee : thareto ae nd a] oe 
The mayor-or-counett appointing authorit 5 shall fite 
submit a written statement of reasons for such removal to the commission 


member with action taken by the appointing authority after a hearing. 


“(e) Vacancies occurring otherwise than through the expiration of 
term shall be filled for the unexpired term by the mayor in the case of mem- 
bers selected or appointed by him or her, by the council in the case of the 
member, or other members selected by it and by the appointing power des- 
ignated by the council in municipalities in which the mayor is not an elec- 
tive officer.” 


“§11-52-8. 


“It shall be the function and duty of the commission to make and 
adopt a master comprehensive plan for the physical development of the 
municipality, including any areas outside of its boundaries which, in the 
commission’s judgment, bear relation to the planning of such municipality. 


“Such plan, with-the-aecompanying-maps_plats;charts-and-de= 
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> > > ? 
tses: at a minimum, shall include a land use 


and-use-of butidings-and-premises- 

element, a public and community facilities element, and a transportation 
element. Additional elements which may be considered for inclusion in the 
comprehensive plan include, but are not limited to, elements for housing, 
parks and recreation, and solid waste. 


“As the work of making the whole master comprehensive plan 
progresses, the commission may from time to time adopt and publish a part 
or parts thereof, any such part to cover one or more major sections or divi- 
sions of the municipality or one or more of the aforesaid or other functional 
matters to be included in the plan. 


“The commission may from time to time amend, extend, or add to 
the plan.” 


“§11-52-9. 


“In the preparation of such plans the commission shall make care- 
ful and comprehensive surveys and studies of present conditions and future 
growth of the municipality and with due regard to its relation to neighbor- 
ing territory. 


“The plan shall be made with the general purpose of guiding and 
accomplishing a coordinated, adjusted and harmonious development of the 


utihtiesandotherpubherequirements: community and shall be the official 
document that contains the policies and goals that relate to the development 


f the community. The plan serves as the main point of reference for evalu- 


ating community programs and projects affecting development and as a 
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major source of guidance for private investors. The plan may review the 
present status of the community and identify key problems and opportuni- 
ties facing the community,” 


“8411-52-10. 
“The commission may-adopt shall prepare and recommend the plan 


as a whole by a single resolution or may by successive resolutions adopt 
recommend successive parts of the plan, sat the parts corresponding with 
major geographical sections or divisions of the municipality or with func- 
tional subdivisions of the subject matter of the plan and may adept recom- 
mend any amendment or extension thereof or addition thereto. The com- 


prehensive plan and any amendment or extension thereof or addition thereto 
shall be presented to the municipal governing body for formal adoption 
subsequent to preparation and recommendation by the commission. 


“Before the adeptron recommendation of the plan or any such part, 
amendment, extension or addition, the commission shall hold at least one 
public hearing thereon, notice of the time and place of which shall be given 
by one publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality 
and in the official gazette, if any, of the municipality; provided, that the 
planning commission may dispense with such public hearing prior to the 
approval or disapproval of a plan when the municipal governing body to 
whom the plan will be submitted will be required to hold a public hearing, 
and give notice thereof before the plan can be adopted by such municipality. 


“The adoptten recommendation of the plan or of any such part or 
amendment or extension or addition shall be by resolution of the commis- 
sion carried by the affirmative votes of not less than six members of the 
commission or, in any city having a 16-member planning commission as 
provided in subsection (a) of Section 11-52-3, by the affirmative votes of 
not less than 12 members of the commission. The resotutton recommenda- 
tion shall refer expressly to the maps and descriptive and other matters 
intended by the commission to form the whole or part of the plan, and the 
action taken shall be recorded on the map and plan and descriptive matter 
by the identifying signature of the chairman or secretary of the commission 


and that of the mayor. Atrattested-copy-of the plarr-or-part thereof shattbe 
fedtet nebod bo bateuder.” 


“§11-52-11. 


“Whenever the commtsston municipal governing body shall have 
adopted the master plan of the municipality or of one or more major sec- 
tions or districts thereof, no street, square, park or other public way, ground 
or open space or public building or structure or public utility, whether pub- 
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licly or privately owned, shall be constructed or authorized in the munici- 
pality or in such planned section and district until the location, character 
and extent thereof shall have been submitted to and approved by the com- 
mission; provided, that in case of disapproval the commission shall com- 
municate its reasons to the council, which shall have the power to overrule 
strech the disapproval by a recorded vote of not less than two thirds of its 
entire membership; provided further, that if the public way, ground, space, 
building, structure or utility is one the authorization or financing of which 
does not, under the law or charter provisions governing same, fall within 
the province of the municipal council, then the submission by the planning 
commission shall be to the board, commission or body having seh juris- 
diction and the planning commission’s disapproval may be overruled by 
satd the board, commission, or body by a vote of not less than two thirds of 
its membership. 


“The failure of the commission to act within 60 days from and after 
the date or official submission to the commission shall be deemed approval.” 


“§$11-52-30. 


“(a) The territorial jurisdiction of any municipal planning commis- 
sion over the subdivision of land shall include all land located in the munici- 
pality and all land lying within five miles of the corporate limits of the 
municipality and not located in any other municipality; except that, in the 
case of any such nonmunicipal land lying within five miles of more than one 
municipality having a planning commission, the jurisdiction of each steh 
municipal planning commission shall terminate at a boundary line equidis- 
tant from the respective corporate limits of such municipalities; provided 
further, that in all counties having a population of 600,000 or more accord- 
ing to the 1950 federal census or any succeeding decennial federal census, 
the county planning and zoning commission shall be invested with such 
authority, except and unless the municipality or municipalities in question 
tsfare actively exercising zoning jurisdiction and control within satd the 
police and/or five mile jurisdiction or, in the case of a municipality subse- 
quently incorporated, within 180 days from the date of its incorporation; 
provided, further, that in all counties having a population of 600,000 or 
more inhabitants according to the 1950 federal census or any succeeding 
decennial federal census, the county commission of streh the county shall 
have the right and power to establish minimum specifications and regula- 
tions governing the lay-out, grading and paving of all streets, avenues and 
alleys and the construction or installation of all water, sewer or drainage 
pipes or lines in any subdivision lying wholly or partly in areas outside the 
corporate limits of any municipality in such counties and relating to subdi- 
visions lying within the corporate limits of any municipality in such coun- 
ties which has declined or failed to exercise zoning jurisdiction and control 
as provided in this section. 
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“(b) No map or plat of any subdivision shall be recorded, and no 
property shall be sold referenced to such the map or plat, until and unless it 
has been first submitted to and approved by the county engineer or, in his or 
her absence, by the acting county engineer of streh the county, who shall 
examine same for compliance with the specifications and regulations of the 
county commission of such the county and, if it is in compliance, shall note 
his or her approval on strech the map or plat by noting thereon “approved,” 
giving the date of such approval and signing same in his or her official 
capacity. nty commission may waive thi roval function if, in 


the opinion of the county commission, the municipality’s requirements meet 
or exceed those of the county. ` 


“Where any subdivision lies within the extraterritorial planning 
jurisdiction of any municipality having exercised said extraterritorial juris- 
diction, the requirement for approval of improvements in said subdivision 
by the county engineer shall in no way diminish, waive or otherwise lessen 
the requirements of such municipality. The more strict requirements, whether 
of the municipality or of the county, must be complied with by the devel- 
oper. Approval by the county engineer shall in no way constitute approval 
in lieu of or on behalf of any municipality with respect to subdivisions lying 
within its extraterritorial planning jurisdiction. All such maps or plats must 
be first submitted to and approved by the municipal planning commission 
or other appropriate municipal agency exercising jurisdiction over any sub- 
division lying within the extraterritorial planning jurisdiction and, follow- 
ing such approval by such the municipal planning commission, must shall 
then be approved by the county engineer or, in his or her absence, by the 
acting county engineer unless the approval is waived as outlined in this 
section.” 


“8111-52-32. 


“(a) The planning commission shall approve or disapprove a plat 
within 30 days after the submtsstonthereoftott date on which the commis- 
sion holds its public hearing on the subdivision application; otherwise, such 
plat shall be deemed to have been approved, and a certificate to that effect 
shall be issued by the commission on demand; provided; however, that the 
applicant for the commission’s approval may waive this requirement and 
consent to an extension of sueh the period. The ground of disapproval of 
any plat shall be stated upon the records of the commission. Any plat sub- 
mitted to the commission shall contain the name and address of a person to 
whom notice of a hearing shall be sent, and no plat shall be acted on by the 
commission without affording a hearing thereon. Notice shall be sent to the 
said address by registered or certified mail of the time and place of such the 
hearing not less than five days before the date fixed therefor. Similar notice 
shall be mailed to the owners of land immediately adjoining the platted land 
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as their names appear upon the plats in the county tax assessor’s office and 
their addresses appear in the directory of the municipality or on the tax 
records of the municipality or county. 


“(b) Every plat approved by the commission shall—by-virtue-of 
detattofthe-munictpat ptarrand-apartthereof require six affirmative votes 
except in Class 8 municipalities with a planning commission or zoning com- 
mission consisting of five members, where plats shall require three votes. 
Approval of a plat shall not be deemed to constitute or effect an acceptance 
by the public of any street or other open space shown upon the plat. 


“€d(c) The municipal planning commission of any Class 1 city 
may elect no fewer than three and no more than five persons who are mem- 
bers of streh the commission to serve while members thereof and at the 
pleasure of sech the commission as a committee to approve or disapprove 
in the name of such the municipal planning commission any plat presented 
to seh the commission. Should any committee member so elected by the 
commission be unable for any reason to serve at any time as a member of 
satd the committee or should a vacancy occur at any time on the committee, 
the chairman of the commission shall appoint another member thereof to 
serve as a member of the committee until suehttme-as the replaced member 
of the committee shall resume his or her duties or until the commission shall 
fill sat the vacancy by electing another of its members to serve on the 
committee. Such The committee shall be governed by atthe provrstons-of 
this article applicable to municipal planning commissions in regard to the 
approval or disapproval of any such plat and to all regulations adopted by 
such the planning commission in regard thereto not inconsistent with the 
provistons-of this article. Any plat submitted to steh the committee shall be 
considered as if submitted to the commission, and any approval or disap- 
proval of any such plat by sueh the committee shall be as if the same plat 
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were approved or disapproved by the commission.>+provided-however-that 
ary Any party aggrieved by any decision of sueh the committee may within 
15 days thereafter appeal therefrom to the full planning commission of steh 
the municipality by filing with steh the commission a written notice of 
appeal specifying the decision from which the appeal is taken. In the case of 
stch an appeal, steh the committee shall cause a transcript of all papers 
and documents filed with the committee in connection with the matter in- 
volved in the appeal to be certified to the commission to which the appeal is 
taken and the commission shall, within 45 days from the taking of steh the 
appeal, in accordance with such reasonable regulations as it may from time 
to time adopt, make streh an investigation as it deems proper and either 
affirm the decision of steh the committee or render steh the decision as in 
the judgment of steh the municipal planning commission should have been 
rendered by such committee.” 


“§11-52-72. 


“Such The regulations shall be made in accordance with a compre- 
hensive plan and designed to lessen congestion in the streets, to secure safety 
from fire, panic and other dangers, to promote health and the general wel- 
fare, to provide adequate light and air, to prevent the overcrowding of land, 
to avoid undue concentration of population and to facilitate the adequate 
provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, parks and other pub- 


lic requirements. The zoning ordinance shall serve as the most important 
tool for implementing a community’s comprehensive plan. As the major 
element in regulatory planning activities, the zoning regulations provide the 
community with the means to define the type and intensity of uses permitted 
on any piece of property and is instrumental in implementing community 
development goals and policies. 


“Such regulations shall be made with reasonable consideration, 
among other things, to the character of the district and its peculiar suitabil- 
ity for particular uses and with a view to conserving the value of buildings 
and encouraging the most appropriate use of land throughout such munici- 
pality.” 


“§11-52-80. 


“(a) In availing itself of the powers conferred by this article, the 
legislative body of any incorporated city or town may provide for the ap- 
pointment of a board of adjustment and, in the regulations and restrictions 
adopted pursuant to the authority of this article, may provide that the satd 
board of adjustment shall in appropriate cases and subject to appropriate 
conditions and safeguards make special exceptions to the terms of the ordi- 
nance in harmony with its general purposes and interests and in accordance 
with general or specific rules therein contained. 
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“The board of adjustment shall consist of five members, each to be 
appointed for a term of three years, except that in the first instance one 
member shall be appointed for a term of three years, two for a term of two 
years and two for a term of one year, and thereafter each member appointed 
shall serve for a term of three years or until his or her successor is duly 
appointed; provided, that in all cities having a population of not less than 
175,000 nor more than 275,000 according to the most recent federal decen- 
nial census, all members of the board, including any alternate member pro- 
vided for in this subsection, shall be bona fide residents and qualified elec- 
tors of such cities; provided further, that the members of boards of adjust- 
ment created shall serve out their terms, and thereafter the members of sth ' 
the boards shall be appointed in the manner prescribed in this subsection 
for boards created after August 26, 1971. In addition to the five regular 
members provided for in this subsection two supernumerary members shall 
be appointed to serve on steh the board at the call of the chairman only in 
the absence of regular members and while so serving shall have and exer- 
cise the power and authority of regular members. Steh-superntrmerary Su- 


pernumerary members shall be appointed to serve for three-year three-year 
terms and shall be eligible for reappointment. Appointed members may be 


removable removed for cause by the appointing authority upon written 
charges and after public hearing. Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired 
term of any member whose term becomes vacant. 


“(b) The board shall adopt rules in accordance with the provisions 
of any ordinance adopted pursuant to this article. Meetings of the board 
shall be held at the call of the chairman and at such other times as the board 
may determine; provided that, in cities having populations of not less than 
175,000 nor more than 275,000, the board shall meet regularly once a month 
ona day determined by the board. Sueh-chatrman-or, in hts absence, the 


nesses: All meetings of the board shall be open to the public. The board 
shall keep minutes of its proceedings, showing the vote of each member 
upon each question or, if absent or failing to vote, indicating steh that fact.; 
and The board shall keep records of its examinations and of other official 
actions, all of which shall immediately be filed in the office of the board and 
shall be a public record. 


“(c) Appeals to the board of adjustment may be taken by any per- 
son aggrieved or by any officer, department, board, or bureau of the mu- 
nicipality affected by any decision of the administrative officer. Steh The 
appeal shall be taken within a reasonable time, as provided by the rules of 
the board, by filing with the officer from whom the appeal is taken and with 
the board of adjustment a notice of appeal specifying the grounds thereof. 
The officer from whom the appeal is taken shall transmit forthwith to the 
board all papers constituting the record upon which the action appealed 
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was taken. An appeal stays all proceedings in furtherance of the action 
appealed from unless the officer from whom the appeal is taken certifies to 
the board of adjustment, after the notice of appeal shall have been filed with 
him or her, that by reason of facts stated in the certificate a stay would in 
his or her opinion cause imminent peril to life or property. Sueh-proeeed=- 
imgs Proceedings shall not be stayed otherwise than by a restraining order 
which may be granted by the board of adjustment or by a court of record on 
application on notice to the officer from whom the appeal is taken and on 
due cause shown. The board of adjustment shall fix a reasonable time for 
the hearing of the appeal, give public notice thereof, as well as due notice to 
the parties in interest, and decide the same within a reasonable time. Upon 
the hearing any party may appear in person or by agent or by attorney. 


“(d) The board of adjustment shall have the following powers: 


“(1) To hear and decide appeals where it is alleged there is error in 
any order, requirement, decision or determination made by an administra- 
tive official in the enforcement of this article or of any ordinance adopted 
pursuant theretos. 


“(2) To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms of the ordi- 
nance upon which suet the board is required to pass under such ordinance 
and, 


“(3) To authorize upon appeal in specific cases sueh the variance 
from the terms of the ordinance, with the exception of use variances which 
are expressly prohibited, as will not be contrary to the public interest, where, 
owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the 
ordinance will result in unnecessary hardship and so that the spirit of the 
ordinance shall be observed and substantial justice done. 


“(e) Before the board may grant a variance upon the ground of un- 
necessary hardship, the record must show all of the following: 


“(1) The land in question cannot yield a reasonable return if used 
only in a manner prescribed in the zoning ordinance due to conditions such 
as the size, shape, or topographic conditions of the property. 


“(2) The plight of the owner is due to unique circumstances and not 
to general conditions of the neighborhood which may reflect the unreason- 
ableness of the zoning ordinance itself. 


“(3) The conditions to be authorized by the variance will not alter 
the essential character of the locality.

“(4) The hardship claimed by the applicant was not self-created. 


“€e}(f) In exercising the powers mentioned in subsection (d) of this 
section, such board may, in conformity with the-provtstons-of this article, 
reverse or affirm, wholly or partly, or may modify the order, requirement, 
decision or determination appealed from and may make steh the order, 
requirement, decision, or determination as ought to be made and, to that end 
shall have all the powers of the officer from whom the appeal is taken. The 
concurring vote of four members of the board shall be necessary to reverse 
any order, requirement, decision or determination of any steh administra- 
tive official or to decide in favor of the applicant on any matter upon which 
it is required to pass under any seh ordinance or to effect any variation in 
such the ordinance. 


“€H(g) The board of adjustment shall not be required to return the 
original papers acted upon by it, but it shall be sufficient to return certified 
or sworn copies thereof or of strech the portions thereof as may be called on 
by suck the writ. The return shall concisely set forth streh other facts as 
may be pertinent and material to show the grounds of the decision appealed 
from and shall be verified.” 


Section 2. Sections 11-52-50, 11-52-51, 11-52-52, 11-52-53, 11- 
52-54, and 11-52-79 of the Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby specifically 
repealed and all laws in conflict with this act are repealed. 


Section 3. Local laws or general laws of local application existing 
prior to this act shall not be affected by this act. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

“(b) Sick Leave for Employees. 


“(1) Earnings. The employee shall earn one sick leave day per month 
of employment. 


“(2) Reasons for taking sick leave. The employee shall be allowed 
and authorized to take sick leave for any of the reasons so enumerated and 


defined in this section. 


“(3) Employee pay while on sick leave. Reimbursement of pay for 
the employee per day of sick leave shall be at the daily rate of pay for the 
employee.

The employer may require a statement 
from the physician that there is a reasonable expectation that the employee 
will be able to return to work. A uniform physician certification form shall 


be adopted by the State Board of Education and distributed to each execu- 
tive officer.

be continued for a period of up to ninety (90) working days consistent with

AN ACT 


To amend Sections 36-30-1 and 36-30-2 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to provide further for compensation for death and disability of cer- 
tain firefighters and to provide that if a paid or volunteer firefighter is killed 
while engaged in the performance of his or her duties and there are no 
dependents or partial dependents, then his or her mother or father shall be 
eligible for compensation. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 36-30-1 and 36-30-2 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“§36-30-1. 


“(a) For the purposes of this chapter, the following words and 
phrases shall have the following meanings: 


“(1) AWARDING AUTHORITY. The State Board of Adjustment, 
created and existing pursuant to Article 4, Chapter 9 of Title 41. 


“(2) DEPENDENT CHILD. An unmarried child under the age of 
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18 years, or one over the age of 18 who is physically or mentally incapaci- 
tated from earning. 


“(3) FIREMAN or FIREMEN. A member or members of a paid, 
part-paid or volunteer fire department of a city, town, county, or other sub- 
division of the state or of a public corporation organized for the purpose of 
providing water, water systems, fire protection services, or fire protection 
facilities in the state-and.The words shall include the chief, assistant chief, 
wardens, engineers, captains, firemen, and all other officers and employees 
of such the departments who actually engage in fire fighting or in rendering 
first aid in case of drownings or asphyxiation at the scene of action. The 
words shall also include volunteer firefighters who are active members of 
certified volunteer fire departments under Section 9-3-17, who have at least 
160 hours of firefighting training under the Alabama Firefighters’ Person- 
nel Standards and Education Commission and meet the same medical ex- 
amination requirements for paid firefighters as certified by the chief of the 
fire department, and state firefighters who are structural or wildland 
firefighters employed by the state and who have received the minimum train- 
ing for a firefighter required by the employing agency and routinely fight 
fires as part of their duties. 


“(4) PEACE OFFICER. All sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, constables, 
municipal police officers, municipal policemen, state and town marshals, 
members of the highway patrol, state troopers, Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board Enforcement Division Agents, revenue agents, and persons who are 
required by law to comply with the provisions of the Peace Officers Mini- 
mum Standards, employees of the Board of Corrections, highway camp 
guards, law enforcement officers of the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, all law enforcement officers of the Alabama Forestry 
Commission, livestock theft investigators of the Department of Agriculture 
and Industries, Capitol security guards, narcotic agents and inspectors of 
the State Board of Health, any other state, county, or municipal officer 
engaged in quelling a riot, or civil disturbance, and university police offic- 
ers. 


“(b) For the purposes of this chapter the following described per- 
sons shall be conclusively presumed to be wholly dependent: 


“(1) Wife, unless it be shown that she was voluntarily living apart 
from her husband at the time of his death, or unless it be shown that the 
husband was not in any way contributing to her support and had not in any 
way contributed to her support for more than 12 months next preceding the 
occurrence of the injury causing his death. 


“(2) Minor children under the age of 18 years and those over 18 if 
physically and mentally incapacitated from earning. 
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“(3) Wife, child, husband, mother, father, grandmother, grandfa- 
ther, sister, brother, mother-in-law, and father-in-law who were wholly sup- 
ported by the deceased peace officer or fireman at the time of his or her 
death and for a reasonable period of time prior thereto shall be considered 
his or her dependents and payment of compensation may be made to them 
as hereinafter authorized. If a fireman, peace officer, certified police of- 
ficer, or reserve law enforcement officer is killed while engaged in the per- 
formance of his or her duties and there are no dependents or partial depen- 
dents, then his or her mother or father shall be eligible for compensation 
and payment of compensation may be made to them. 


“(c) Any member of the class named in subdivision (3) of subsec- 
tion (b) of this section who regularly derived part of his or her support from 
the earnings of the deceased peace officer or the deceased fireman, as the 
case may be, at the time of his or her death and for a reasonable time imme- 
diately prior thereto shall be considered his or her partial dependent and 
payment of compensation may be made to saeh the partial dependent as 
hereinafter authorized. 


“§36-30-2. 


“Tn the event a peace officer, ora fireman, or a volunteer fireman, 
who is a member of an organized volunteer fire department registered with 
the Alabama forestry commission, is killed, either accidentally or deliber- 
ately, or dies as a result of injuries received while engaged in the perfor- 


mance of his or her duties, or in the event a firefighter dies as a result of a 


‘firefighter’s occupational disease” as the term is defined for a city firefighter 
in Section 11-43-144, his or her dependents shall be entitled to compensa- 


tion in the amount of $50;606-06 fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be 
paid from the state treasury as provided in section 36-30-3, unless sueh the 
death was caused by the willful misconduct of the officer or was due to his 
or her own intoxication, orhts willful failure or refusal to use safety appli- 
ances provided by hts the employer, or-hts willful refusal or neglect to per- 
form a statutory duty or any other willful violation of a law, or hts willful 
breach of a reasonable rule or regulation governing the performance of hts 
duties or hts employment of which rule or regulation he or she had knowl- 
edge. Any peace officer, orany fireman, or volunteer fireman whose death 
results proximately and within 10 years from an injury received or an occu- 
pationa] disease contracted while performing his or her duties shall, for the 
purposes of this article, be deemed to have been killed while in the perfor- 
mance of such the duties. If the state health officer determines from all 
available evidence that a police officer, fireman, or volunteer fireman, who 
is a member of an organized volunteer fire department registered with the 
Alabama forestry commission, has become totally disabled as a result of 


any injury streh-fireman or an occupational disease the firefighter received 
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or contracted while engaged in the performance of his or her fire-fighting 
duties and satd the disability is likely to continue for more than 12 months 
from the date the injury is incurred, then steh-ftreman the firefighter shall 
be entitled to recetve disability compensation in the amount of $50;006-60 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be paid from the state treasury as pro- 
vided in section 36-30-3. The term total disability shall be interpreted to 
mean that the injured party is medically disabled to the extent that he or she 
cannot perform the duties of the job occupation or profession in which he or 
she was engaging at the time the injury was sustained. The state health 
officer may seek the assistance of any state agency in making the determi- 
nation of disability and satd the state agencies shall cooperate with the state 
health officer in suek this regard. The state health officer shall render a 
decision within 30 days of the time a claim is filed.

AN ACT 


To establish the Child Protection Background Check Act; to re- 
quire the Department of Education, the county and city boards of educa- 
tion, and designated state agencies to request criminal history background 
information on certain employees and applicants for employment or volun- 
teer positions who will be allowed unsupervised access to a child; to permit 
nonpublic schools and other authorized prospective employers to request 
criminal history background information from the Department of Public 
Safety; to provide for bonded individuals with each qualified entity to re- 
ceive the authorized information; to allow all authorized entities to receive 
periodic updated reports; to authorize the Department of Public Safety to 
train educational representatives in proper fingerprinting techniques; to 
authorize fees to cover the cost of requesting criminal history background 
information; to authorize the Department of Education, the State Board of 
Education, and the Department of Public Safety to develop and promulgate 
rules and regulations to implement this act; and to provide penalties for 
violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Title of Act. 


This act shall be known and cited as the “Child Protection Back- 
ground Check Act.” 


Section 2. Definitions. 


(a) When used in this act, the following terms shall have the mean- 
ings respectively ascribed to them: 


(1) APPLICANT. An individual who submits, or has previously 
submitted, an application for employment, or other request for service, 
whether volunteer or paid, to the Department of Education or any subdivi- 
sion thereof, or any nonpublic school or any other nonprofit, nonpublic 
religious, charitable, educational, athletic, or youth service institution or 
organization, to act in any capacity in which the individual will have unsu- 
pervised access to children under the care of the Department of Education, 
its subdivisions, or in a nonpublic school or other nonprofit, nonpublic en- 
tities as defined in this subsection. The term shall not apply to parents who 
in a solely voluntary capacity help with public school field trips or class 
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activities in which their own children are involved, nor shall such parents 
be required to be subject to this act. 


(2) AUTHORIZED PROSPECTIVE EMPLOYER. Any govern- 
mental entity authorized to obtain criminal history background informa- 
tion, including the Department of Education, any of its subdivisions which 
are responsible for hiring employees or approving volunteers who have 
unsupervised access to a child under the care of the state, juvenile judges, 
the head of any publicly funded child care facility, or any public agency in 
which an individual may have unsupervised access to children, the head of 
any state agency that licenses individuals who may be hired to work with 
children, the head of any agency licensed by the state to work with children, 
the state personnel department, any other public nonprivate entity which 
works with children, and any nonpublic school or nonprofit, nonpublic re- 
ligious, charitable, educational, athletic, or youth service institution or or- 
ganization through its duly authorized representative. 


(3) CHILD CARE. The provision of care, treatment, education 
training, instruction, supervision, or recreation to children by persons hav- 
ing unsupervised access to a child shall not apply to parents or guardians 
providing care for their own children. 


(4) CRIMINAL HISTORY BACKGROUND INFORMATION. 
Any information collected and stored in the criminal record repository of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the Alabama Department of Public 
Safety, or any other repository of criminal history records, reflecting the 
result of an arrest, detention, or initiation of a criminal proceeding by crimi- 
nal justice agencies, including, but not limited to, child abuse crime infor- 
mation as defined in 42 U.S.C. §5119, the National Child Protection Act of 
1993, arrest record information, fingerprint cards, correctional induction 
and release information, identifiable descriptions and notations of arrest, 
detention, indictment, or other formal charges; provided, however, dissemi- 
nation of such information is not forbidden by order of any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction or by federal law. The term shall not include analytical 
records or investigative reports that contain criminal intelligence informa- 
tion or criminal investigation information. 


(5) CRIMINAL JUSTICE AGENCY. Any municipal, county, state, 
or federal agencies whose personnel have power of arrest and who perform 
a law enforcement function. This term shall include the Attorney General, 
his or her duly authorized deputies and assistants, all federal and state pros- 
ecuting attorneys, and all municipal, state, and federal judges. 


(6) EMPLOYEE OR VOLUNTEER. Any person who is employed 
by or who performs volunteer work for a county or city board of education 
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or nonpublic school or other authorized prospective employer who provides 
or seeks to provide unsupervised child care and any special advocate or 
volunteer appointed by a juvenile judge to work with juvenile offenders or 
juvenile crime victims, or abused or neglected children. 


(7) WRITTEN CONSENT. A statement signed by an applicant or 
a current employee or volunteer that contains the following: 


a. The name, address, date of birth, race, sex, and social security 
number appearing on a valid identification document as defined in subsec- 
tion (d) of 18 U.S.C. §1028. 


b. A statement that the applicant, employee, or volunteer has not 
been convicted of a crime, or if convicted of a crime, a description of the 
crime and the particulars of the conviction. 


c. Notice to the applicant or current employee or volunteer that a 
background check may be requested. 


d. Notice to the applicant or current employee or volunteer who is 
the subject of the background check of the right to obtain a copy of the 
background check report, to challenge the accuracy and completeness of 
any information contained in the report, and to obtain a prompt verification 
as to the validity of the challenge from the entity creating the report before 
a final determination to retain, hire for employment, or accept for volunteer 
service, is made by the State Superintendent of Education, or county or city 
board of education, or nonpublic school, or other authorized prospective 
employer. 


e. Notice to the applicant or current employee or volunteer that 
prior to the completion of the background check, the State Superintendent 
of Education, or county or city board of education, or nonpublic school, or 
other authorized prospective employer, may choose to deny to the appli- 
cant, employee, or volunteer, unsupervised access to a child who receives 
child care. 


Section 3. Agencies Required to Execute Criminal History Back- 
ground Information Checks. 


(a) A criminal history background information check shall be ex- 
ecuted on all applicants, current employees, and current volunteers holding 
or seeking positions with any of the following institutions: 


(1) Any public school, public child care facility, or public agency 
in which an individual may have unsupervised access to children, with the 
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exception that parents who on occasion volunteer to help with public school 
field trips and class activities in which their own children are involved are 
not thereby subject to these requirements. 


(2) Any state agency that licenses individuals who may be hired to 
work with children. 


(3) Any agency licensed by the state to work with children, with the 
exception that this requirement shall not apply to any ministry operated by 
a religious denomination, association of churches, church, synagogue, or 
other house of worship, or to any other private, nonprofit, nonpublic, reli- 
gious, charitable, educational, athletic, or youth service institution or orga- 
nization which works with children. 


(4) The State Personnel Department. 
(5) Any other public entity that works with children. 


(b) No public school, public child care facility, or other public agency 
in which an individual may have unsupervised access to a child may hire or 
accept for volunteer service an individual who will have unsupervised ac- 
cess without first obtaining a criminal history background check, except on 
atemporary emergency basis. In the event this exception is used, the public 
school, public child care facility, or other public agency shall request and 
receive a criminal history background check within 30 days of hiring the 
emergency personnel or emergency volunteer. No person hired under this 
section may continue in employment or volunteer service beyond the 30 day 
limit without the criminal history background check. 


(c) Mandatory criminal history background checks shall be per- 
formed by the Department of Public Safety upon request by any entity au- 
thorized to make a request, and shall be forwarded to the requesting party in 
a standardized format. The Department of Public Safety shall provide an 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation criminal history background check within 
seven working days of a request. Criminal history information shall be 
requested by the Department of Public Safety from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation within 48 hours of receipt of such request. The Department 
of Public Safety, upon receipt of the criminal history background check 
from the Federal Bureau of Investigation, shall forward such information to 
the requesting party within five working days of receiving it. The fee charged 
for mandatory criminal history background checks shall not exceed the 
maximum fee permitted under federal and state law, nor shall additional 
administrative fees of any kind be charged which would increase the cost to 
the entity requesting the background check. 


(d) The following persons shall be bonded for no less than one 
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hundred thousand dollars ($100,000), and shall obtain a signed and dated 
written consent to obtain a criminal history background check provided for 
in subsection (a), from each applicant, current employee, and volunteer: 


(1) County superintendents of education. 


(2) The designated person of a state agency that licenses individu- 
als who may be hired to work with children or who hires or accepts the 
volunteer assistance of others in caring for or working with children. 


(3) The designated person of the State Personnel Department. 


(4) The designated person of a public entity which works with chil- 
dren. 


(e) Refusal by any current or prospective employee or volunteer to 
sign and date a grant of permission to obtain a criminal history background 
information check required under subsection (a) shall result in the dismissal 
of a current employee or volunteer and the preclusion of employment or 
volunteer service of a prospective employee or volunteer. 


(f) No individual convicted of a sex crime for which he or she was 
required to be registered under any section of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
or under any other state or federal law, shall be hired for employment or 
granted a position of volunteer service with any entity which is required to 
perform a mandatory criminal history background information check. 


Section 4. Authority of Schools, etc., to Request Background Check 
from Department of Public Safety. Items Necessary To Request Check. 


The Department of Education or any of its subdivisions respon- 
sible for hiring employees or approving volunteers who will have unsuper- 
vised access to children under the care of the state, and every public agency 
required to obtain background checks under Section 3 of this act, shall 
request, and any nonpublic school or other authorized prospective employer 
through its duly authorized representative under guidelines established by 
the school or authorized prospective employer, may request that the 
Department of Public Safety secure from the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion the criminal history background information on an applicant, a current 
employee, or a volunteer as provided for in Section 2. A request to the 
Department of Public Safety for criminal history background information 
shall be accompanied by the following: 


(1) A complete set of fingerprints, properly executed by a criminal 
justice agency or individuals properly trained and certified through courses 
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sponsored by acriminal justice agency in fingerprinting techniques. 


(2) Written consent from the applicant, current employee, or vol- 
unteer for the release of criminal history background information to a spe- 
cifically designated, bonded representative of the Department of Education 
or its appropriate subdivision making the request, or for release to the spe- 
cifically designated, bonded representative of the nonpublic school or other 
authorized prospective employer making the request. . 


(3) A nonrefundable fee to be paid by the applicant, current em- 
ployee, or volunteer, which shall conform to the guidelines promulgated 
pursuant to 42 U.S.C. §5119, the National Child Protection Act of 1993. 
The applicant, current employee, or volunteer shall not be required to pay 
the fee to the authorized prospective employer to forward to the Department 
of Public Safety until the authorized prospective employer is prepared to 
request the criminal history background information. Any fee paid for which 
a background check is not requested shall be refunded to the applicant, 
current employee, or volunteer. 


Section 5. Responsibilities of Applicants, Employees, and Volun- 
teers to Provide Information. Items Required to Provide to Department of 
Education and Authorized Prospective Employers. 


(a) An applicant, current employee, or volunteer with the Department 
of Education or any of its subdivisions, who will have unsupervised access 
to a child under the care of the state, shall submit the following items to the 
Department of Education: 


(1) A fingerprint card, bearing the fingerprints of the applicant, 
completed by a criminal justice agency or by an individual properly trained 
in fingerprinting technique. 


(2) A written consent authorizing the release of criminal history 
background information. 


(3) A nonrefundable fee in an amount and manner specified by the 
Department of Education to cover the cost of requesting criminal history 
background information. The fee shall not exceed the charge promulgated 
by the National Child Protection Act of 1993. 


(b) Licensed or certified full-time employees of the Department of 
Education or any of its subdivisions at the end of the 1995-1996 school 
year, shall submit to a check by the Department of Human Resources at any 
time a charge of sexual abuse is formally filed and may be required to 
submit to a background check for sexual abuse convictions in cases where 
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the hearing officer deems necessary. Such employees shall submit a prop- 
erly executed fingerprint card and written consent at this time. The fee for 
conducting the background check on these employees shall be paid to the 
Department of Public Safety by the Department of Education. 


(c) Individuals currently employed by or approved for volunteer 
positions with the Department of Education, or any of its subdivisions, who 
have unsupervised access to a child under the care of the state, shall, after 
meeting the initial requirements pursuant to subsections (a) and (b), submit 
a properly executed fingerprint card, written consent, and fee at least once 
every five years so long as they remain employed or approved for a volun- 
teer position with the Department of Education or any of its subdivisions 
which allows them unsupervised access to a child under the care of the 
state. Notwithstanding the foregoing, an employee is not required to ini- 
tially submit the information to a county or city board of education if, within 
the last five years, the employee has submitted information to the Department 
of Education pursuant to Section 3. The Department of Education shall 
provide county and city boards of education access to the names of employ- 
ees from whom the information is required. 


(d) In screening individuals who currently have or may have unsu- 
pervised access to a child, nonpublic schools and other authorized prospec- 
tive employers shall have the option of requiring applicants, and those cur- 
rently employed or serving in volunteer positions, to submit a properly ex- 
ecuted fingerprint card bearing the fingerprints of the applicant, the em- 
ployee, or the volunteer, a written consent to release criminal history back- 
ground information, and a nonrefundable fee in the same amount and man- 
ner specified by the Department of Education for its applicants, employees, 
and volunteers. This fee shall not exceed the charge assessed applicants to 
the Department of Education for the same service. 


(1) Failure of a nonpublic school or other nonmandated authorized 
prospective employer to avail itself of the right to access criminal data as 
provided by this act, shall not be, in and of itself, considered to be contribu- 
tory negligence, nor shall it be, in and of itself, sufficient to cause liability 
to attach in a civil suit, provided that the nonpublic school or nonmandated 
authorized prospective employer had a reasonable screening process in place 
at the time the offender was hired or accepted for volunteer service, or 
screened its current employees subsequent to the passage of this act, before 
an offense occurred. 


(2) A reasonable screening process shall include requirements by 
the nonpublic school or nonmandated authorized prospective employer that 
its employees and volunteers, who have unsupervised access to a child, 
attend a youth protection training program which includes adult training on 
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recognition, disclosure, reporting, and prevention of sexual abuse, and that 
its employees and volunteers submit to character, employment, education, 
and reference checks. 


Section 6. Fingerprint Training Courses. 


(a) The Department of Public Safety shall provide training courses 
on a biannual basis at convenient locations throughout the state to train the 
following personnel in proper fingerprinting technique: 


(1) All county superintendents of education or their duly appointed 
representative. 


(2) Any nonpublic school principals or their duly appointed repre- 
sentative. 


(3) Duly appointed representatives from any other authorized pro- 
spective employer required or permitted to access national criminal history 
background information. 


(b) Public school county superintendents and others for whom fin- 
gerprint training is mandatory shall be required to attend, or send a duly 
appointed representative, for instruction in fingerprinting at least once a 
year. 


(c) The Department of Public Safety shall be responsible for noti- 
fying the State Superintendent of Education when and where training ses- 
sions will be held. The State Superintendent of Education shall be respon- 
sible for notifying the county superintendents. Other individuals and enti- 
ties required or desiring to participate in the training sessions will be re- 
sponsible for contacting the Department of Public Safety for information 
concerning dates and times of training. 


(d) Public school county superintendents shall, following proper 
training and certification by the Department of Public Safety, provide train- 
ing for representatives from each public school in their county. Such prop- 
erly trained representatives shall then have the authority to implement the 
process of taking fingerprints of all public school employees and volunteers 
required to submit fingerprint cards under this act. 


(e) Nonpublic schools and other authorized prospective employers 
permitted or required to submit fingerprint cards under the stipulations of 
this act shall be responsible for properly training their own representatives 
after receiving training and certification from the Department of Public 
Safety. 
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(f) The Department of Public Safety may charge a reasonable fee 
for the training and certification provided that the fee shall be standard and 
equal for all participants in the program regardless of whether they repre- 
sent public or private entities. 


(g) The Department of Public Safety shall furnish standard finger- 
print cards to the Department of Education, its applicable subdivisions, and 
upon request, to nonpublic schools and other authorized prospective em- 
ployers. 


Section 7. Collection and Transfer of Fingerprints, Fees, and In- 
formation. 


(a) County and city boards of education shall collect and forward 
to the Department of Education, a complete set of fingerprints, written con- 
sent, and nonrefundable fee from every employee or volunteer who pro- 
vides or seeks to provide child care. A nonpublic school or other authorized 
prospective employer may voluntarily collect and forward these items di- 
rectly to the Department of Public Safety to request a criminal history back- 
ground information check. 


(b) When a county or city board of education sends the items listed 
in subsection (a) to the Department of Education, the department shall record 
receipt of the items and forward them to the Department of Public Safety to 
request a criminal history background information check. 


(c) The Department of Public Safety shall forward criminal history 
background information requested by any public school to the central office 
of the Department of Education. 


(d) Upon receipt of information requested by any public school, the 
Department of Education shall forward the criminal history background 
information to the county or city superintendent of education. 


(e) Information requested by nonpublic schools or other authorized 
prospective employers shall be sent by the Department of Public Safety 
directly to the bonded recipient authorized by the nonpublic school or other 
authorized prospective employer to receive such information. 


Section 8. Updated Criminal History Background Information 
Reports. 


(a) The Department of Public Safety shall report any subsequent 
convictions in Alabama to the Department of Education, nonpublic school, 
or authorized prospective employer as follows: 
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(1) Updated reports shall be made automatically to the Department 
of Education and its subdivisions for all individuals who submitted a fee, 
fingerprint card, and written consent through the department. 


(2) Updated reports shall be made only to those nonpublic schools 
and other authorized prospective employers who give notice to the 
Department of Public Safety that they have hired or accepted for volunteer 
service, the individual for whom the criminal history background informa- 
tion was requested, and for whom a fingerprint card, written consent, and 
fee was submitted. 


Section 9. Retention and Destruction of Fingerprint Cards. 


(a) When an individual is no longer employed by or in the volunteer 
service of a public school, nonpublic school, or other authorized prospec- 
tive employer, his or her fingerprint card retained by the Department of 
Public Safety pursuant to this act shall be destroyed. 


(b) Every nonpublic school and the Department of Education and 
its subdivisions shall notify the Department of Public Safety when the fin- 
gerprint card of an employee or volunteer may be destroyed. 


(c) The Department of Public Safety shall retain the fingerprint 
card until it is updated or notice is given that it may be destroyed. 


Section 10. Confidentiality of Information. 


(a) All criminal information received by the Department of Educa- 
tion and any county or city board of education or any subdivision of the 
Department of Education, and all criminal information received by any 
nonpublic school or other authorized prospective employer from the 
Department of Public Safety shall be confidential and not further disclosed 
or made available for public inspection. 


(b) Without additional public disclosure, the following actions shall 
not be construed to violate this section: Showing the criminal history back- 
ground information report to the applicant, current employee, or volunteer 
to give him or her the opportunity to challenge the report, or releasing the 
report to a court of competent jurisdiction in the event of litigation, revoca- 
tion of employment, revocation of volunteer status, restriction on unsuper- 
vised access to a child, or refusal to hire or place as a volunteer. 


Section 11. Bond Required for Person Receiving Criminal History 
Background Information. 
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Every individual duly appointed by the State Department of Edu- 
cation or its subdivisions, by any nonpublic school, or by any other autho- 
rized prospective employer to receive criminal history background infor- 
mation shall be bonded in an amount not less than one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) for the faithful and confidential performance of his or 
her duties. 


Section 12. Implementation. 


(a) The Department of Education and the Department of Public 
Safety shall cooperate in the development of rules and procedures for the 
implementation of this act, but shall not place a greater burden on nonpublic 
schools or other authorized prospective employers than the burden placed 
on the Department of Education for obtaining the information covered by 
this act. 


(b) In accordance with the Administrative Procedure Act, Sections 
41-22-1 to 41-22-27, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, the State Board of 
Education and the Department of Public Safety shall promulgate rules and 
regulations for the implementation of this act as it applies to public educa- 
tion only. 


(c) Nonpublic schools and other authorized prospective employers 
shall deal directly with the Department of Public Safety, and shall not be 
required to deal with or through any state controlled educational entities in 
accessing the information provided by this act. 


Section 13. Penalties. 


(a) Any person who knowingly communicates or seeks to commu- 
nicate criminal history background information, except as provided in this 
act, shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


(b) Any person who knowingly submits false information concern- 
ing past criminal activities or who fails to report past criminal activity on 
any document which requires the disclosure of such activity, to a public 
school, nonpublic school, or other authorized prospective employer in an 
attempt to obtain or retain employment or a position of volunteer service, 
shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


Section 14. The applicable sections of this Act shall be applied to 
current educational and other personnel whenever there is probable cause 
to believe such employee may have or may be guilty of sexual offenses 
against students assigned to his/her supervision. The term probable cause 
shall have such meaning as is commonly used by the courts of this State. 
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The chief administrator of each school system or institution shall be re- 
sponsible for making a determination that probable cause exists to cause 
the employee to submit to fingerprinting required in the Act. The cost of the 
fingerprinting and criminal background research shall be borne by the em- 
ployer. 


Section 15. Conflict of Laws. 

All laws and parts of laws that conflict with this act are repealed to 
the extent of the conflict, provided, however, that no complementary law 
permitting or requiring access to criminal history background information 
shall be construed as being in conflict with this act. 


Section 16. Severability. 


The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 17. Effective Date. 


This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Establishing the Community Notification Act; requiring the noti- 
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fication to law enforcement officers and certain residents of the state of the 
intended residence of a convicted sex offender; providing for the procedure 
and method of notification, and providing penalties for violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Title of Act. 


This act shall be known and cited as the Community Notification 
Act. 


Section 2. Notification of Law Enforcement Officials When Con- 
victed Sex Crime Offender Establishes Residence in Alabama Subsequent 
to Incarceration. 


(a) For purposes of this act, “criminal sex offender” shall mean a 
person convicted of any of the following criminal sexual offenses: Rape in 
the first or second degree; sodomy in the first or second degree; sexual 
torture; sexual abuse; or incest when the offender is 20 years old or older 
and the victim is 18 years old or younger. 


(b) Thirty days prior to the release of a person convicted of a crimi- 
nal sexual offense, the following shall apply: 


(1) The warden of the correctional facility in which the criminal 
sex offender is incarcerated shall require the offender to declare in writing 
the address at which he or she will reside upon release from incarceration. 


(2) If the criminal sex offender declares his or her intent to reside 
outside of the state, the warden shall, within 48 hours of the written decla- 
ration required by this act, notify the Attorney General of the state to which 
the criminal sex offender has declared his or her intent to move, and shall 
also notify the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The notification shall in- 
clude all information available to the warden which would be necessary to 
identify and trace the offender, including, but not limited to, fingerprints 
and a current photograph of the offender. 


(3) If the criminal sex offender declares his or her intent to reside 
within the geographical boundaries of the state, the warden shall, within 48 
hours of the written declaration, notify the Attorney General, the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety, the district attorney and the sheriff of 
the county in which the offender intends to reside, the chief of police of any 
municipality, and the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The notification 
shall include all information available to the warden which would be neces- 
sary to identify and trace the offender, including, but not limited to, finger- 
prints and a current photograph of the offender. 
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(c) In every case when a criminal sex offender is released from 
incarceration, he or she must reside for a minimum of 30 days at the ad- 
dress stated in his or her declaration of intent. 


(d) If a criminal sex offender transfers his or her residence to a 
different location after the minimum 30 day period, all other provisions for 
reporting the move shall apply. 


Section 3. Notification of Persons Living in Proximity to Certain 
Sex Crime Offenders After the Release of Such Offenders From Incarcera- 
tion. 


(a) Twenty-five days prior to the release of any person convicted of 
any criminal sexual offense, the following procedure shall apply: 


(1) In the cities of Birmingham, Mobile, Huntsville, and Montgom- 
ery, the Chief of Police shall notify all persons who have a legal residence 
within 1,000 feet of the declared residence of the released offender, that the 
offender will be establishing his or her residence in proximity to the resi- 
dents. This notification shall include the name, address, sex, age, physical 
description, current photograph, and a statement of the sex crime or crimes 
for which the offender has completed his or her sentence, and the date upon 
which the offender will be released. The notification shall also include a 
statement that the same information is on file at police headquarters and 
will be available to the general public for inspection and identification pur- 
poses during regular business hours. Notification shall be made by regular 
mail and by posting a copy of the notice mailed in a prominent place at the 
city hall and at the police station closest to the declared residence of the 
released offender. 


(2) In all other cities in Alabama with a resident population of 5,000 
or more, the Chief of Police shall notify all persons who have a legal resi- 
dence within 1,500 feet of the declared residence of the released offender 
that the offender will be establishing his or her residence in proximity to the 
residents. This notification shall include the name, address, sex, age, physical 
description, current photograph, and a statement of the sex crime or crimes 
for which the offender has completed his or her sentence, and the date upon 
which the offender will be released. The notification shall also include a 
statement that the same information is on file at police headquarters and 
will be available to the general public for inspection and identification pur- 
poses during regular business hours. Notification shall be made by regular 
mail and by posting a copy of the notice mailed in a prominent place at the 
city hall and at the police station closest to the declared residence of the 
released offender. 


(3) In all other municipalities with a resident population of less 
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than 5,000, and in all unincorporated areas, the sheriff of the county in 
which the released offender intends to reside shall notify all persons who 
have a legal residence, or who own property, within 2,000 feet of the de- 
clared residence of the released offender, that the offender will be establish- 
ing his or her residence in proximity to the residents. This notification shall 
include the name, address, sex, age, physical description, current photo- 
graph, and a statement of the sex crime or crimes for which the offender has 
completed his or her sentence, and the date upon which the offender will be 
released. The notification shall also include a statement that the same in- 
formation is on file at the office of the sheriff and will be available to the 
general public for inspection and identification purposes during regular 
business hours. Notification shall be made by regular mail and by posting 
a copy of the notice mailed in a prominent place at the city hall nearest the 
declared residence of the released offender and at the office of the sheriff in 
the county in which the released offender will reside. 


(4) Any person convicted of any sex crime against any person, who 
resides within the geographical boundaries of the state, shall always be 
subject to the law requiring that other residents living in proximity to the 
offender be notified. 


(A) At the time offenders who were released prior to the implemen- 
tation of this notification law register their residence as required under other 
provisions of the law, the notification procedures required of chiefs of po- 
lice and sheriffs shall apply in the same manner as if the offender were 
being released from incarceration, with the exception that notification of 
residents living in proximity to the offender must be notified within 48 hours 
of the registration of the offender. 


(B) Any released sex crime offender for whom the notification re- 
quirements of this act apply, shall give 30 days written notice of his or her 
intent to change his or her legal residence to the sheriff of the county in 
which he or she resides, and to the sheriff of the county to which he or she 
plans to move if such are different. The notice of intent to move shall be on 
a form provided by the sheriff and shall include all the necessary and rel- 
evant information required by this act. The sheriff shall transfer the infor- 
mation to the appropriate persons responsible for communicating this in- 
formation to the proper law enforcement officials and to residents who will 
be living in proximity to the offender. 


(b) No released sex crime offender shall be allowed to establish a 
legal residence within 1,000 feet of any public school, private school, day 
care center, or any other child care facility. 


(c) No released sex crime offender shall be allowed to establish a 
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legal residence within 1,000 feet of any of his or her former victims, nor 
shall the offender be permitted to willfully or knowingly come within 100 
feet of any of his or her former victims, except as elsewhere provided by 
law, or make any visual or audible sexually suggestive or obscene gesture, 
sound, or communication at or to a former victim. Violation of this subsec- 
tion shall constitute a Class A misdemeanor. 


(d) No released sex crime offender shall be allowed to establish a 
legal residence where a person 18 years of age or younger resides, except as 
elsewhere provided by law. 


(e) Violation of any residency restriction by a released sex crime 
offender shall constitute a Class A misdemeanor. 


Section 4. Notification of Former Victims. 

If the last known address of a victim is in the State of Alabama, the 
warden shall notify the Attorney General’s Office of Victim Assistance and 
they shall send a notice to the victim that the offender will be released and 
where the offender intends to reside.
